No. 1185 of 1854.—With the sanction of the Honorable 
the Court of Directors, the Most Noble the Governor Gene- 
ral in Council is pleased to authorize the Government allow- 
ance to Soldiers’ Children being continued until they attain 
the age of 16 years, unless they are previously provided for. 

The rule under which boys in the Lower Orphan’ School 
are required to be enlisted as Drummers and Musicians in 
Native Corps is cancelled.

G. No. 7, 9th January, 1855.—With reference to 
the General Orders by the Most Noble the Governor Gene- 
ral of India in Council, dated Fort William, 27th October, 
No. 33 of 18th Feb. 1853, 19804, the G. O. G. dated as per margin 
» ROT of 11th Oct. » are cancelled, and the following Orders . 
relative to the supply of Malt Liquor to Canteens of Euro- 
pean Regiments through the Commissariat Department, are 
published in supercession thereof—to take effect from the 
Ist January, 1855. 


1. Ale and Porter will be imported from England and 
kept under charge of the Commissariat Department, at the © 
risk of the State, for issue to Canteens of European a 
in the Madras Presidency. 


2, Commanding Officers of Regiments will furnish Com- 
missariat Officers of Divisions, annually on the Ist of May, 
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commencing on Ist May, 1855, with statements of the pro- 
-bable number of hogsheads of Ale and Porter that will be 
required for their Canteens during the followi:g official’: 
year. Copies of these statements are to be sent by the Com- 
missariat Officers of Divisions to the Commissary General, 
without delay, for transmission to the Home Authorities. 

‘8. On the arrival of Malt Liquor at Madras, it will be 
surveyed by a Committee composed of. the Deputy Commis- 
sary General as President, and the Officers of the Canteen 
Committee of the Regiment in Fort St. George anda M . ° 
dical Officer from the Garrison as Members. ‘The Ale « 
Porter landed at other stations will be carefully surveved . 
competent Committees assembled by order of the Oliicei- 
Commanding. | 

4, Commanding Officers will indent on the Executive 
Commissariat Officer monthly for the number of hogshead: 
of Ale and Porter that will be required for the following 
month’s expenditure. The quantity so required is to be ex- 
amined on the Ist of the month, and the casks are to be fille: 
up in the Commissariat stores in presence of, and after appro- 
val by competent persons, to be deputed by the Commanding 
Officer for that purpose; after which the liquor is to be re- 
moved and is to be at the risk of the Regiment taking it. 

5. The Ale and Porter will be issued to Canteens &c. from 
the Ist January 1855 at one uniform price viz. (Rs. 47-4-0) 
Rupees forty-seven and Annas four per hogshead, so as to 
be retailed to the Troops at Annas (3) three per quart, or 
one and half (14) Anna per pint, whether in garrison or march- 
ing, the contents of each hogshead being calculated at gallons 
(63) sixty-three. The quantity of Malt Liquor so issued in 
retail is not to exceed one quart per diem for each man, 
whether he draws his Government allowance of spirits or 
not, calculated at the strength of Corps and Detachments 
respectively, and it will be the duty of Commanding Officers, 
under instructions from His Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief, to frame their annual indents accordingly. 
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6. Where there may be no Canteens, the Commissariat 
Department will, as heretofore, arrange for issuing the Malt 
Liquor at the fixed retail price of (3) three Annas per quart, 
or (13) one and half Anna per pint, and also, at the same 
rates and in the same quantities, to Non-Commissioned, 
Officers and others who cannot receive the Liquor from Can- 
teens where they exist. 


7. On occasion of any Regiment or Detachment quitting 
Cantonments, the Commissariat will receive back into store 
casks which have not been opened or broached. 

8. Commanding Officers of Regiments and Detachmeuts 
under orders to march, are to give previous intimation to the 
Commissariat Department of the quantity of Ale and Porter 
that will be required on the road, or Commanding Officers 
may procure it at the several stations through which they 
pass. 

9. Bottled Ponter will likewise be supplied in garrison, 
and also in limited quantity on the line of march, at Annas 
(3) three per quart bottle, empty bottles being returned to 
the Commissariat Department. 


10. All communications regarding the supply of Ale and 
Porter to the Troops, are to be made direct to the Commis- 
sariat Department of the Division or Station, and all appli- 
cations requiring a reference to Government, will be submit- 
ted through the Commissariat Officer of the Division and 
Commissary General. 


11. It is to be understood that this order makes no change 
in the price which is to be paid for Rum or Arrack, supplied 
by the Commissariat to Canteens, which will continue as 
heretofore at Rupees (2) two per gallon old wine measure, 
and at one Anna per dram to the Soldier. 

12. When Detachments may be without Canteens, and 
whenever it may be necessary for the Commissariat to issue 
Rum or Arrack, the rate of payment shall be Anna one per 
dram or Rupees 2-8 per gallon.

rules relative to the supply of Malt Liquor to Canteens of 
European Regiments through the Commissariat Department, 
published in G. O. G. 9th January 1855, No. 7, shall have 
effect, instead of from Ist January 1855, from the date after 
that of receipt of the General Order at each Station. 


A. O. No.1, 1st January, 1855.—I. His Exceilency the 
Commander-in-Chief has been pleased to permit of the Orders 
issued by the Commandant of Artillery being printed, and 
of such printed Orders being admitted as Regimental Record ; 
Corps, Troops, Companies and Detachments which may take 
the printed Artillery Orders will accordingly not be required 
to transcribe them into the manuscript ‘“‘ Regimental Order 


Book.” 

2. This arrangement does not dispense with the publication 
of Artillery Orders in the temporary or daily manuscript 
order book; Commanding Officers will, as heretofore, give 
immediate publication to orders affecting those under their 
command; an exception is however permitted in regard to 
numbered orders, which need not be copied into the tempo- 
. rary order books of those Corps, Troops, Companies, and 
Detachments which receive the printed Artillery Orders, but 
Commanding Officers are responsible that all numbered orders 
be read on parade, and circulated to Officers, without unne- 


cessary delay after the receipt of them. 
3. Commanding Officers will ascertain at their monthly 


inspections of books that the Artillery Orders of each Corps 


and Detachment under their command are complete, either 
. in manuscript, in the Regimental Order Book, as requir- 
ed by para. 16, Section XLV, General Regulations of 
the Artillery, or printed under the authority of this order. 

4. Printed Artillery Orders taken as Regimental Records 


are to be secured together as received in any convenient 
guard file, and bound in volumes as occasion requires.

The column head- 
ed “‘ Extracts from Defaulter book” in the return (form No. 
1 or 6as the case may be, Section X, General Regulations 
of the Army,) required to accompany applications for dis- 
charge from the Native branch of the Regiment, is, in all 
cases, to exhibit every offence, with date thereof, recorded 
aginst the individual proposed for discharge, during the 
whole period of his service, together with the punishment 


awarded in each case. 


A. O. No. 4, 4th January, 1855.—III. Whenever the 
offence of drunkenness occurs in an extract from a Defaulter 
Book, it is to be written in red ink, without reference to its 
having been committed prior to A. O. No. 5 of 1854, dated 
6th March, 1854, requiring the record of this offence in De- 
faulter Books to be made in red ink. 


IV. Attention is called to para. 3 of A. O. No. 6 of 1851, 
dated 21st July, 1851, which notifies that reports are not to 
be made to Artillery Head Quarters of arrivals at and depar- 
tures from stations, of individuals who have ceased to belong 
to the Regiment by discharge, removal, or any other cause.

Para. 1. We now reply to your letter in the Home De- 
partment, dated 19th May 1854, No. 38, which has been 
transferred to the Military Department. 

2. In this letter you observe, that the orders we have 
given, that any Civil Servant resorting to the Insolvent 
Debtor’s Court shall be suspended from employment and his 
case reported to us for final orders, are, you apprehend, appli- 
cable in principle to Military Officers, and you enquire 
whether those Officers who resort to the Insolvent Debtor’s 
Court should not be held disqualified thereby from holding 
any Staff appointment, and should be reported to us in like 
manner as Civil Officers. 

3. Without making any distinction between Staff and 
Regimental employment, we hereby direct, that in any and 
every case in which an Officer in our Service shall hereafter 
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resort to the Insolvent Debtors’ Court, the Commar.der-in 
Chief shall report the same to Government, with all the ex- 
planatory particulars, which it may be in his Excellency’s 
power to obtain, accompanied by his sentiments thereon, 
Government will forthwith transmit this report to us, together 
with their own views of the conduct of the party concerned, 
who, pending the receipt of our orders, is not to be permitted 
to resume the performance of any Military or other duty.

Army. 

GENERAL ORDER By THE Most NosBLE THE GovERNOR 
GENERAL oF INDIA IN CoUNCIL. 


Fort William, 9th June 1854. 

No. 615 of 1854.—The Most Noble the Governor Gene- 
ral in Council is pleased to authorize the following Com- 
missioned and Non-Commissioned Staff for Wings of Euro- 
pean Regiments of Cavalry and Infantry of Her Majesty’s 
and the Honorable Company’s Services, when detached from 
their Head Quarters :— 

On all occasions when detached, whether to another Station, 
or marching or moving by water separately— 

1 Acting Adjutant, (who shall act as Quarter Master and in 
Her Majesty’s Regiments as Pay Master also, when a 
separate Officer is not allowed for those duties.) 

1 Acting Serjeant Major (who shall also act as Provost 
Serjeant.) 
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1 Acting Quaiter Master Serjeant (who will also act as Pay 

Master’s Clerk in Her Majesty’s Regiments.) 

I Acting Hospital Serjeant. And, (as a temporary arrange- 
ment, pending the revision of the School Establishments.) 

] Acting Assistant School Master, when an Assistant cannot 
be spared from the Regimental School. 

2, When the detached Wing is quartered in a separate 
Division of the Army, and the period of its absence from its 
Head Quarters is likely to exceed 3 months, or when in the 
same Division its absence is likely to be prolonged beyond 
6 months, His Excellency the Commander in Chief may 
authorize. 

1 Acting Quarter Master, who in Her Majesty’s Regiments 
will also perform the duties of Pay Master; and 
] Acting Armourer Serjeant, when the detached Wing is in 

a separate Division and its absence is likely to exceed 

6 months. 

3. The above scale of Non-Commissioned Staff, with the 
exception of the Armourer Serjeant, is likewise authorized 
for large Divisions of Artillery, consisting of not less than 
four European Troops or Companies, whether the Head 
Quarters of a Brigade or Battalion be present or not. 

4. Itis not considered necessary to allow any separate 
Non-Commissioded Staff for detached Wings of Brigades or 
Battalions of European Artillery ; and provision is already 
made for the Staff of Divisions of Artillery in cases when the 
Head Quarters of a Brigade or Battalion are not present. 


4A. O. No. 8, 1sé February 1855.—IV. As all detachments 
and details of the Regiment which arrive at Saint Thomas’ 
Mount are under the Orders of the Officer Commanding the 
Artillery in the Centre Division documents connected with 
them are not to be addressed to the Assistant Adjutant Gene-

“PARTICULAR ATTENTION OF COMMANDING OFFICERS 

DRAWN TO THE TAXhGET PRACTICE OF THEIR MEN. 

G. O. C. C. No. 16, 12th March, 1855.—With reference 
to G. O. G. No. 59, dated 23d ultimo, increasing the prac- 
tice allotment of Ball Ammunition for certain branches of 
the Army, the Commander-in-Chief deems it necessary to 
draw the particular attention of all Commanding Officers to 
the Target practice of their men. 


_ His Excellency observes that in several instances the au- 
thorized annual allowance of Ammunition has not been ex- 
pended, consequent on the detached state of Corps. 


There are however few Stations at which Detachments are 
serving where arrangements cannot be made for carrying on 
Ball practice equally as well as at the Head Quarters of Re- 
giments ; and His Excellency desires that all Commanding 
Officers will communicate with the Quarter Master General’s 
Department with a view to Butts beng erected wherever 
there are fixed Detachments. 

The revised allotment of Ammunition is to be expended 
in every Corps in the Service.- Should it be found imprac- 
ticable to erect Butts at any out-posts, the Ammunition of. 
the Detachments there stationed is to be expended in accus- 
toming the men to steady firing at Targets against Hills or 
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the best substitutes for Butts, that can be locally pointed 
out for practice; especial care being taken that the men fire 
low. - | 

With the additional Ammunition now sanctioned and by 
a proper supervision on the part of Commanding Officers, 
Lieutenant General Anson expects an early and marked im- 
provement in this essential particular of a Soldier’s efficiency.

No. 327 of 1855.—The Honorable the President in Council, 
at the recommendation of His Excellency the Commander in 
Chief, is pleased to promulgate the following Rules, with a 
view to obviate the doubts which have arisen as to the des- 
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eription of expenditure debitable against the forfeited pay of

ensure uniformity of practice in the several European Regi-

2. There being no funds at the disposal of Commanding 
Officers of Regiments for payment of the following expenses, 
which are considered to be necessary by His Excellency the 
Commander in Chief, they ‘are authorized to be charged 
against the forfeited pay of Prisoners, vz :-—

2. A sufficient number of complete suits of Prison Cloth, 
ing (Sumnier and Winter) to meet the wants of the largest 
number of persons that may be in confinement any one day. 
Shoes to be made of Buff leather to save blacking. 

3. Washing of the Clothing.

5. Towels. 

6. Soap, Oil and Pipe Clay. 

7. Washing Basins. 

8. Water Chatties. 

9, Urine Tubs. 

10. Bheesty for providing water. 

11. A Chest for the safety and preservation of the Prison 
Clothing and one for that of the Mess utensils, 

12. Carriage of the above on the march. 

13, Tin Plates and Pots, Knives, Forks, and Spoons. 

14. Cooking utensils. ° 

15. Tinning of ditto. 

16. Prison Books and Reports. 

17. Boards for pasting Prison Rules upen.

19. Any other minor contingency connected solely with 
the prison or prisoners which the Commanding Officer and 
the Quarterly Regimental Committee may consider absolutely 
necessary.

As letters and other 
documents from Corps and Detachments at the Mount are 
delivered at the quarters of the Assistant Adjutant General 
and to the Director Artillery Depot without any regard to 
official hours, and as 3 and 4 covers are not unfrequently re- 
ceived from a Corps in the course of one hour, and this when 
all the enclosures might without inconvenience be forwarded 
under one envelope, and consequently the services of one 
orderly only be necessary, the Brigadier Commandant of 
Artillery considering it desirable to establish regularity in this 
respect, with the view to lessen the duties of orderlies as well

4. Covers of letters on emergent service are to be marked

A. O. No. 17, 14th March 1855.—III. The Heirs of 
Bheasties, Artificers, Choudries,. Horsekeepers, and Grass- 
cutters, who die on the passage back to the coast from on 
service beyond sea, or, after landing and before being dis- 
charged from hospital of disease contracted on foreign service, 
being entitled to pension, and men of these ¢lasses who have 
no claim to pay while absent, being in the habit of going to 
their homes or villages immediately on landing, instead of 
presenting themselves to the Regimental authorities, it 
becomes necessary that every precaution be taken to make 
them fully aware of the provisions on this subject made for 
their benefit, that there may be no room for a plea of igno- 
rance of the regulations should they fail to place themselves 
under hospital treatment on their return. 


2. They are, for the foregoing reasons, as well as to prevent 
attempts at fraud, invariably to be warned when quitting their 
detachments to return to the coast, that they should proceed 
to the Mount immediately on disembarkation, (unless they 
be admitted into the Presidency General Hospital), and re- 
port themselves. to the Officers Commanding the detachments 
of their respective Corps at that Station, or, to the Staff 
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Officer of Artillery Centre Division if no portion of their 
Corps be located there, in order that they may be placed 
under medical treatment until regularly discharged therefrom 
by the Surgeon. On all occasions of men returning to the 
coast the senior is also to be instructed to report any casualties 
which may take place during the voyage to the above 
authorities. 

3. Minutes of Consultation, No. 2689, dated 27th Octo- 
ber 1853, published itn extenso in A. O. No. 15 of 1853, 
dated 7th November, sanctions Horsekeepers and Grass- 
cutters who return sick to the coast being admitted into 
hospital and clothed and fed as paupers at the expense of — 
the State until dismissed from hospital, such of them as may 
require change of climate being allowed to proceed to their 
villages on passport on medical certificate for the benefit of 
their health, their Heirs, in the event of their dying while so 
absent, being pensioned under the rules applicable to those 
of fighting men under similar circumstances; and further 
orders, that Horsekeepers and Grasscutters discharged from 
hospital cured, be struck off the strength of their Corps from 
date of dismissal from hospital, and that those permitted to 
proceed on leave to their villages on passport on medical 
certificate, be struck off from the date of expiration of the 
original or extended leave, or from date of casualty should 
that happen first :—also that the Heirs of those struck off 
from date of discharge from hospital or from date of expira- 
tion of leave on medical certificate are to have no claim to 
pension on account of casualty of their relatives subsequent- 
ly to such date. | | 

4. This order is to be read and explained by the Com- 
manding Officer of each detachment serving beyond sea, on 
any convenient day of the first week of January annually, to 
all men of the classes falling under the provisions of the 
orders and rules of Government referred to in this order, who 
may be serving under his command. 
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5. The Officers Commanding Horse Field Batteries on 
service beyond sea, are to be informed by the Officers having 
charge of the detail men of their Corps at the Mount, of the 
dates from which Horsekeepers and Grasscutters who return 
to the coast require to be struck off under para. 3 of this 
order. 


A, O. No. 18, 20th March 1855.—I. The following con- 
nected instructions on the subject of Reports are published 
for general information and guidance. 


Reports required to be made by individual Officers and Men. 
By Officers. 

1. The reports to be made to Army Head Quarters and 
local authorities by Officers visiting the Presidency, and 
passing through Military Stations, are comprized in paras 1, 
2,9, 10, 11 and 21 Section XX XI, and paras 16 and 17 
Part II Section X VIII General Regulations of the Army. 

2. Officers on arrival from Europe are immediately to 
report themselves personally to the Commandant of Artillery 
and at the Office of the Assistant Adjutant General of Ar- 
tillery ; also by letter to the Adjutant of the Corps to which 
they belong, and, if its Head Quarters be at St. Thomas’ 
Mount, to wait upon the Commanding Officer. 

3. Officers of the Regiment, whether or not on Staff em- 
ployment, on visiting the Presidency or the neighbourhood, 
from out Stations, on any account, are immediately to report 
arrival and intended place of residence by letter to the As- 
sistant Adjutant General of Artillery, and are to wait perso- 
nally on the Commandant of Artillery. They are likewise to 
wait upon the Commandant previously to their departure, 
which is also to be reported to the Assistant Adjutant Gene- 
ral by letter. 

4. Officers not on Staff employment, the Head Quarters of 
whose Corps are at Saint Thomas’ Mount, on visiting the 

Presidency or the neighbourhood, are to make similar reports 
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by letter to the Adjutant of their Corps, and are to wait 
personally on their Commanding Officer. 

5. Besides the reports to the Adjutant General of the 
Army required by para 62 Section XVIII page 280, para 6 
Section II page 299, para 9 Section III page 300, and para 
11 Section IV page 302, General Regulations of the Army, 
from an Officer embarking from any other port than Madras, 
similar reports are to be made to the Assistant Adjutant 
General of Artillery, and to Adjutants of Corps. 

6. An Officer on joining, quitting, or re-joining his Corps 
or detachment, will wait upon his Commanding Officer, and 
upon the Officer Commanding the Artillery at the Station ; 
and, at Head Quarters of Corps, will also report by letter to 
the Adjutant. Young Officers on joining are to wait upon 
the Adjutant of the Battalion to which they may have been 
attached, by whom they will be introduced to the Command- 
ing and other Officers ; Assistant Surgeons will be introduced 
by the Surgeon. 

7. An Officer proceeding on leave or on duty, is required 
to lodge a memo: of his address, at the Head Quarters of 
his Corps and detachment, and he will notify all subsequent 
changes. 

8. An Officer arriving at or quitting a Station where Ar- 
tillery is serving, will report himself by letter for the infor- 
mation of the Officer Commanding the Artillery, on whom 
he will also wait, if such Officer be his senior in rank, unless 
prevented by illness. | 

9. An Officer arriving at a Station either on duty, leave, 
or en-route, at which there may be no portion of the Regi- 
ment, or only a Detachment Commanded by an Officer junior 
to himself, will report his arrival direct to Artillery Head 
Quarters,—departure likewise to be reported. 


By Native Officers, Warrant Officers, and Men. 


10. Native Officers, and European and Native Non-Com- 
missioned Officers, and Men, and inferior ranks, when absent 
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from their Corps or detachments on leave or on duty, are to 
report themselves at every Military Station at which they 
may arrive, to the Commanding or Staff Officer, unless there 
be Artillery at the Station, when they will report themselves 
to the Officer Commanding the Artillery, or to his Staff 
Officer, if there be one; they will report their departure in 
like manner; passports are invariably to be produced on these 
occasions ; Men obtaining leave for the purpose of visiting 
the Presidency or the neighbourhood or ordered thither on 
duty, and all men and followers who return to the coast from 
on service beyond sea, are to report themselves to the Officers 
Commanding the detachments of their respective Corps at 
St. Thomas’ Mount, or, to the Staff Officer of Artillery 
Centre Division if no portion of their Corps be located there. - 

11. Similar reports are to be made by Warrant Officers 
absent from their Corps on leave or duty. 


Reports required from the Commanding Officers of Artillery Di- 
visions, Artillery. at Stations, Corps, Troops, Companies, and 
Detachments. . 

12, The senior Regimental Officer at every Station or Post 
where a detachment of the Regiment, of any strength, may 
be located, is required immediately to report direct to the 
Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery all arrivals at, or 
departures from his station, of Officers of the Regiment, and 
of detachments exceeding 12 Rank and File or Commanded 
by an European Officer, excepting when such Officers are 
his seniors in Rank, in which case they will themselves re- 
port: at the close of each week he is to transmit direct to 
the Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery a report, (Form 
No. 1), of all arrivals and departures of individuals under the 
European Cominissioned Ranks, including detachments of 12 
Rank and File or under; when there have been no arrivals 
or departures during the week a blank report is not required. 
The reports required by this paragraph are to include all in- 
dividuals of the Regiment visiting or passing through the 
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Station, as well as those belonging to the Corps or detach- 
ments located there. 


13. The preceding paragraph also applies to the case of 
individuals of all ranks withdrawn, either permanently or 
temporarily, from duty with the Regiment, but not to Offi- 
cers or Men proceeding on, or returning from leave of absence 
within the Division in which they may be serving, excepting 
in the cases of Officers Commanding Divisions of Artillery, 
Corps, or Detachments at out-posts, who will always report 
when they quit or rejoin their Stations. 


14. Reports of the departure of individuals who have 
ceased to belong to the Regiment, by discharge removal or 
any other cause, are not required to be made to Artillery 
Head Quarters. ¥: 


15. Letters reporting the arrival or departure of detach- 
ments exceeding 12 rank and file, are to have a present state 
in the margin, exhibiting the number of individuals of each 
rank, the cattle, the Regimental Ordnance, and ordnance 
carriages composing the detachment ; individuals not belong- 
ing to the Regimental establishments who may be attached 
to detachments are not to be included in the present state. 
The names of the European Officers of detachments are to 
be noted at the foot of the present state, and when from any 
cause individuals are left behind on the march of their Troop, 
Company, or detachment, their names and the cause of their 
detention are to be mentioned in the report of departure; 
with these exceptions names are not ordinarily required to be 
specified in reporting the arrival or march of detachments to 
Artillery Head Quarters and to the Head Quarters of Ar- 
tillery Divisions. | 

16. Whenever individuals or detachments are ordered from 
their fixed Stations by the local authorities, a copy of the 
instructions directing the movement is to be sent with the 
report of departure. 

17. Officers Commanding Troops, Companies, and detach- 
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ments, not present with the Head Quarters of Corps, are to 
report arrivals and departures, amongst those under their 
Command, direct to the Head Quarters of the Division of 
Artillery to which they belong, and-to the Head Quarters of 
their Corps: Officers Commanding Detachments of Troops 
and Companies are to transmit similar reports to the Head 
Quarters of their Troops and Companies also. , 

18. In order that Officers Commanding Corps may at all 
times be in possession of accurate information of the location 
of individuals of the Corps under their respective Commands, 
arrivals and departures, on any occasion whatever, of Officers 
or Men at or from Stations occupied by Artillery, with the 
exception of individuals merely passing through the station 
en-route from one place to another, are invariably to be re- 
ported to the Head Quarters of the Corps to which they 
belong, independently of any other reports required ; when 
a detachment of their Corps may be at the Station, this re- 
port will be made by the Commanding Officer of such de- 
tachment under the preceding para, in other cases the Officer 
Commanding the Artillery at the Station is responsible that 
it be duly made. 


19. The departure of men proceeding to a Station other 
than that at which the Head Quarters of their Corps may be 
serving, is also to be intimated to the Officer Commanding 
the Artillery at such Station, in order that enquiries may be 
made regarding them should they not arrive in due time. 

20. The arrival at their destination of Men who have 
quitted on leave or duty a Troop or Company detached from 
the Head Quarters of its Corps, is also to be intimated to the 
Officer Commanding such Troop or Company. - 


21. Arrivals and departures of Men of the Foot Artillery 
attached to do duty with the Horse Brigade, but temporarily 
absent from any cause, are to be intimated to the Officer 
Commanding the Brigade as well as to the Officer Command 
ing the Battalion to which they belong. | 
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22. When an individual may be detained at a Station on 
his route, the circumstance of the detention, and cause thereof, 
and subsequent departure, are to be reported to Artillery 
Head Quarters, to the Head Quarters of the Corps to which 
he belongs, (if he be attached to do duty with another Corps 
to the Head Quarters of that Corps also), and to the Officer 
Commanding the Artillery at the Station to which he is 
proceeding. 


23. On the departure of Troops, Companies, or detach- 
ments, from their Stations, the circumstance is to be reported 
by the Officer Commanding the Artillery at such Station, 
(or by the Officer Commanding the detachment moving if he 
be the senior or only Regimental Artillery Officer at the 
Station) to the Officer Commanding the Artillery in the 
Division, and to the Officer Commanding the Artillery at the 
Station, to which they may be proceeding. 


24. In reporting arrivals or departures to the Head Quar- 
ters of Corps, Troops, Companies, or Detachments, the ranks, 
names and General Nos. of individuals are always to be given, 
excepting in the case of the movement of an entire Troop, 
Company, or Detachment of a Troop or Company, when it 
will be sufficient to state whether any, and if so what indi- — 
viduals, have been left behind. 


25. On the Command ofa Division of Artillery, Corps, 
or detachment at an out post, being vacated, or assumed, a 
report of the circumstance is to be forwarded to the Assistant 
Adjutant General of Artillery by the senior Officer only : 
no report of any kind is required from the junior. Reports 
of change of Command of Troops, Companies, and detach- 
ments, are to be made, in like mannner, to the Head Quarters 
of Divisions of Artillery and to the Head Quarters of Corps 
by the senior Officer only. | 

26. All occurrences, not of an ordinary nature, affecting 


Officers, European or Native, or detachments, are to be re- 
ported dizect to Artillery Head Quarters, and to Officers 
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Commanding Corps and Divisions of Artillery. In event of 
an Officer being placed in arrest, a detailed report of the 
circumstance, with copies of all correspondence which may 
pass on the occasion, and of all other documents connected 
with it, are to be forwarded to the Assistant Adjutant Gene- 
ral for submission to the Commandant of Artillery. Reports 
of the final disposal of the case are likewise to be forwarded 
for the information of the Commandant of Artillery and of 
the Commanding Officers of the Corps and Division of Ar- 
tillery. 

27. Wheri an Officer is ordered to prepare the detachment 
under his command, or any portion thereof, for service, he is 
to make an immediate report direct to the Assistant Adju- 
tant General of Artillery, giving in the margin of his letter 
a present state of the detachment in which are to be specifi- 
ed the numbers of each rank, Cattle, Ordnance and Ord- 
nance carriages; the names of the European Officers pro- 
ceeding with the detachment are also to be given, and a copy 
of the instructions attached. A final report of the state of 
the detachment on departure is to be sent, and with it any 
further instructions, if any should have been received. 


28. All movements of the detachment, or of any portion 
of it, are to be reported, and any other information of inter- 
est regarding it communicated from time to time, for the in- 
formation of the Commandant of Artillery. 


29. Officers in command of parties detached from the 
Head Quarters of the detachment, will, in like manner re- 
port direct to Artillery Head Quarters, all casualties and 
matters of interest affecting their charge. 

30. On occasions of engagements with an Enemy, a de- 
tailed report of the operations of the Artillery jis to be for- 
warded to the Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery, and 
as‘soon as practicable afterwards a nominal Roll (form No. 
2) of all ranks, Kuropean and Native, borne on the Muster 
Roll of the detachment; the place and cause of absence of 
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individuals not present with their Troops or Companies are 
to be stated in the column “remarks,” and should any of 
the men present not have taken part in the engagement, the 
cause thereof, whether sickness, misconduct, duty, &c. is 
also to be dsstinctly stated in the same column. A similar 
nominal roll is to be forwarded by each Troop, Company, or 
detachment, to the Head Quarters of its own Corps. 

dl. The Reports to be made to Army, Divisional, and 
Station authorities, by Officers Commanding detachments in 
movement, are specified in paras. 74 to 78, 81 to 85, 87 and 
97 Section ‘* Marches detachments and escorts,” and para. 
18 Section ‘‘ Reports from Officers” General Regulations of 
the Army; the reports below specified, required to be made 
to the Regimental authorities, are irrespective of the fore- 
going. 

32. Reports of progress accompanied by a Memorandum 
of march are to he transmitted every 10th day by all Officers 
Commanding Detachments of the Regiment in movement to 
the Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery, and by senior 
Officers of detachments of Corps to their respective Head 
Quarters also; the last report is in all cases to state the date 
of expected arrival at destination. 


33. A report is to be made to Artillery Head Quarters 
whenever a man is left in a station Hospital; a similar re- 
port is also to be made to the Head Quarters of his Corps. 


34. On entering or quitting a Division of the Army, a re- 
port, accompanied by a present state of the detachment, is 
to be made to the Artillery Staff Officer of the Division if 
there be one, and while marching within its limits, progress 
reports are to be furnished to him every 10th day. 


35. Intimation is invariably to be given to the Command- 
ing Officer of Artillery at any Military Station in the route 
of the Detachment, of the date on which it may be expected 
to arrive at or pass through the station ;—this intimation is 
to be given in sufficient time to admit of its being received 
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at least one day previous to arrival at the Station, and is to 
be accompanied by a present state: on arrival the Officer 
Commanding the detachment will wait upon the Officer 
Commanding the Artillery at the Station unless the latter be 
his junior in rank, in which case notification of arrival only 
is necessary. The departure of the detachment is also in all 
cases to be intimated to the Artillery Officer. When the 
Officer Commanding a detachment is senior to the Officer 
Commanding the Artillery at any Station the Detachment 
may pass through, he must himself report to Artillery Head 
Quarters its arrival at and departure from the station. 

36. The reports of Casualties of European and Native 
Commissioned Officers and Warrant Officers, and Medical 


Bection VII, Para.10, Page 82 Subordinates, required

» XXXII ,, 15817, ,, 398and399. = by the paras. of the Ge- 


neral Regulations of the Army specified in the margin, are 
to be made by the Officer Commanding the Artillery at the 
Station where they occur. 


37. The decease of European Offiters, and all Casualties 
by death, discharge, or desertion, of individuals of all other 
ranks and classes in the Regiment, excepting of Horsekeep- 
ers and Grasscutters, are to be immediately reported by the 
Commanding Officer of Artillery at the Station at which they 
occur, or, of the Detachment when in Camp, direct to the 
Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery; the cause of death 
or discharge, and the place, year, month, and date of Casual- 
ty, are always to be distinctly stated. Casualties of Horse- 
keepers and Grasscutters on service beyond sea, or, who may 
be killed, or die of. wounds received in action in India, are 
likewise to be reported to the Assistant Adjutant General of 
Artillery. 

38. Reports to the Assistant Adjutant General of Artil- 
lery of Casualties on Foreign Service of, Natives of all clas- 
ses, belonging to Corps the Head Quarters of which are sta- 
tioned elsewhere than at Saint Thomas’ Mount, are to be ac- 
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companied by an extract from the Troop or Company Regis- 
ter of Heirs. | 

39. Reports by letter of Casualties of Horses and Bul- 
locks are not required to be made toArtillery HeadQuarters. 


40. When death may result from the accidental discharge 
of a gun, explosion of powder, or any other unusual cause, 
a detailed account is to be submitted to the Assistant Adju- 
tant General of Artillery for the information of the Com- 
mandant. In cases of casualty consequent on the accidental 
discharge of a piece of ordnance, a Regimental Court of In- 
quiry is to record not only the circumstances attending the 
occurrence, but also the condition of the piece of Ordnance. 


41. In all cases of the death by suicide of a Native of 
any class on Foreign Service, whose heir under ordinary cir- 
cumstances would be entitled to a pension, an extract from 
the Coroner’s verdict, or of the opinion of the Court of In- 
quest, is to be applied for, for transmission to Artillery 
Head Quarters, if practicable with the report of casualty. 
In event of the verdict of the Coroner or of the opinion of 
the Court of Inquest not containing record as to whether or 
not the deceased committed the act while laboring under 
temporary insanity, a Regimental Court of Inquiry is te be 
held for the purpose of fully recording the circumstances at- 
tending the occurrence. The Proceedings of the Regiment- 
al Court of Inquiry are to be recorded without an opinion 
and forwarded to Artillery Head Quarters. 


42, Reports of ell casualties by death amongst Europeans 
or Natives, who may have appeared before Medical Invalid- 
ing or Pensioning Committees, whose cases have not been 
disposed of in G. O.’s, as also of Casualties amongst Euro- 
peans recommended for pension, or for the Gratuity with 
Silver Medal, are to be addressed to Army Head Quarters,— 
to Artillery Head Quarters,—the former by the Officer Com- 
manding Artillery at the Station where the Committees were 
assembled, the latter by Officers Commanding Corps. 
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43. All Casualties, alterations, and removals, amongst 
Non-Commissioned Officers recommended for, or, in receipt 
of the annuity with silver medal, or amongst individuals en- 
tered in the annual Recommendation Rolls are required to 
be reported to the Adjutant General of the Army, through 
Artillery Head Quarters by Officers Commanding Corps. A 
report is to be made in the same manner whenever miscon- 
duct or other cause may render it necessary to withdraw a 
recommendation for the Annuity or Gratuity with Medal. 

44, Whenever a deserter is re-admitted on the strength 
of the Regiment under the provisions of the General Regu- 
lations of the Army, a report is to be made direct to the As- 
sistant Adjutant General of Artillery and to the Head Quar- 
ters of his Corps. 


45, Officers Commanding Troops, Companies and Detach- 
ments not present with the Head Quarters of their Corps, 
are to report all casualties and occurrences affecting those 
under their command, also (unless otherwise ordered) all re- 
ceipts and casualties, with cause of the latter, amongst the 
Cattle of Batteries, dzrect to the Head Quarters of the Divi- 
sion of Artillery to which they belong and to the Head 
Quarters of their Corps; in reporting casualties of Horses, 
any change caused thereby in the strength of Horsekeepers 
and Grasscutters is also to be stated. They are likewise to 
make similar reports by name of all casualties amongst 
Horsekeepers and Grasscutters serving beyond Sea or who 
may be killed or die of wounds received in aetion in India. 
Officers Commanding Detachments of Troops and Compa- 
nies will make these reports to the Head Quarters of their 
Troops and Companies also. 


46, Officers Commanding Detachments at out posts of 
Artillery Divisions beyond Sea, are to state in their reports 
of casualties to the Head Quarters of their Divisions, whe- 
ther the casualty has been duly reported to Artillery Head 
Quarters; in the event of this being neglected to be stated, 
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the Officer Commanding the Artillery in the Division is to 
order them to make the required report, and at the same 
time to intimate the casualty himself in order that inconve- 
nience may not be caused by the delay should the report not 
have been duly made by the Officer Commanding the De- 
tachment. a 

47, Officers in charge of details are to intimate all casual- 
ties and occurrences connected with them to the Officers 
Commanding the Corps and Troop or Company to which 
they belong. 

48. Whenever a report is ordered by regulations to be 
made direct to Artillery Head Quarters by an Officer Com- 
manding a Troop, Company or Detachment, or by the Se- 
nior Officer at a Station, it is to be understood that it is not 
required to be repeated by any other Officer excepting when 
expressly ordered. 


Periodical Reports and Returns. 

49. Returns and other public documents must be des- 
patched within three days after the dates prescribed for 
them, with the exception of those for the preparation of 
which a longer period is allowed; any delay beyond the 
specified period is to be explained by letter. 


Quadrennial. 


50. STATEMENTS OF THE SERVICES OF ALL OFFICERS AND 
Warrant Orricers, (Forms Nos. 1 and 3 of G. O. C. C. 
16th April, 1850, No. 24) bearing date the 31st December, 
containing the services and attainments of the four previous 
years, are to be forwarded by Officers Commanding Corps to 
* Commencing from sist the Assistant Adjutant General of Ar- 

ore tillery, for transmission to Army Head 
Quarters, as soon as practicable after the close of each quad- 
‘Tennial period.* 

ol. These statements are to include all Officers (Staff as 
well as Regimental) borne on the strength of: Corps, and in 
order that every Officer may be afforded the opportunity of 
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recording fully his services, attainments, approbatory orders, 
or letters, &c., Commanding Officers are directed to cause a 
blank form, similar to that prescribed for the general state- 
ment, to be transmitted to each Officer on the strength of 
their respective Corps at the close of each quadrennial pe- 
riod, which they are to complete and return without delay 
to the Head Quarters of Corps accompanied by any copies 
of letters or other documents they may wish to have append- 
ed to the general statement. 

52. Statements, of the services of Warrant Officers, who 
have been promoted to that rank from the Non-Commission- 
ed ranks in the interval between the dates on which the qua- 
drennial statements are made up, are to contain full informa- 
tion of services, appointments, &c. from commencement of 
service, and are to be accompanied by a statement of service 
in each rank; (Form No, 4 of G. O. C. C. 16th April, 
1850.)

53. ALPHABETICAL REGISTERS OF CASUALTIES BY DEatTH, 
(Form No. 3) bearing date the Ist January in each year, and 
containing ali casualties by death of men registered as Eu- 
ropeans up to the 3lst December preceding, whether or not 
they have appeared in the Monthly Returns, are to be des- 
patched by Commanding Officers of European Corps to the 
Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery after reports up to 
the latter date are received at the Head Quarters of Corps 
from detachments; they are not however under any circum- 
stances to be detained for these reports longer than will ad- 
mit of their reaching Artillery Head Quarters “y (at latest) 
the 20th February. 

54, Should any estates remain unsettled at the time of 
despatch of the Register of Casualties by death, or should 
any deaths of date prior to the Jst January be subsequently 
reported, a supplemental register is to be forwarded as soon 
as the whole are adjusted; if this be not effected before the 
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Ist June next succeeding, the supplemental Register is to. 


be transmitted on that date accompanied by explanation of 


the cause of delay in closing each estate which may then re--

65. Should any money or effects be received on account 


of an estate after it has been closed and accounted for in the -

be accompanied by the original wills of all men who have - 


not died intestate, and by the small account books of all men 
whose next of kin may not be in India. 


57. Should it not be practicable to transmit the original * 
will in consequence of probate having been taken out in this” 
country, or other cause, a copy is to be transmitted with ex- 
planation. | 


58. When an estate is divided between two or more indi- —

Rots IN DUPLICATE, RECOMMENDING Non-CommiIs- 
SIONED OFFICERS AND MEN FoR THE MEDAL WITH GRATU- 
ity oN DiscoarGE, (Form No. 2 of G.O.C. C. No. 21, 
92d April, 1853) under the provisions of Articles 4 to 10 of 
G. O. G. No. 123, dated 9th June 1848, are to be forward- 
ed to the Adjutant General of the Army, through Artillery 
Head Quarters, on the 3lst December of each year. It is 
however left to Commanding Officers to forward special rolls 
on any date before the 3lst December, for men who, on 
completing 21 years service, may not be desirous of continu- 
ing to serve until the transmission of the annual rolls, The 
annual recommendation’ for the gratuity is not to exceed 
£ 20 for the Horse Brigade or a Battalion of European Ar- 
tillery. Men to be recommended must have completed 21 
years actual service, and Commanding Officers are to state in

Our GovERNOR GENERAL OF INDIA IN CoUNCIL. 
_ 1. Consequent upon the changes which have been made in 
the system of promotion in Her Majesty’s Army by the 
Royal Warrant, dated on the 6th October 1854, and by the 
Order, dated Horse Guards, the 23rd November 1854, the 
following changes, in the system of promotion in the Armies 
of the East India Company, have been approved and autho- 
rized by Her Majesty’s Government. General periodical 
Brevets are abolished. A fixed establishment of General 
Officers of all Arms of the Service arranged in one list for the 
three Presidencies is authorized. 
The Establishment to consist of :— 

25 Generals. 

50 Lieutenant-Generals. 

145 Major-Generals. 
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Vacancies in the grades of General Officers respectively 
are to be filled by the promotion of the Senior Officers stand- 
ing next in succession in the Gradation List of General Offi- 
cers and Colonels at the three Presidencies. 


Major Generals hereafter promoted for distinguished 
service, will, after the number of General Officers on the 
fixed Establishment bas been completed, be placed in the 
Permanent General Officers’ List, in the proportion of one 
Major-General for two vacancies ; the second vacancy being 
filled by seniority from the Colonels’ List. 


Officers of Artillery, Engineers, Cavalry, and Infantry, 
after serving three years from the date they attain the rank 
of Lieutenant Colonel, whether with their Regiment, or on 
the Staff, or on detached Military employment, in situations 
which, by the Regulations in force at the time, can be held by 
Lieutenant-Colonels, will be promoted to the rank of Colonel. 


Field Officers, commissioned as such, before the 20th June 
1854, will be allowed to rise by Brevet as under the Regula- 
tions then in force; but no Officer promoted to the rank of 
Field Officer, on or after that date is to rise from the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel to that of Colonel, otherwise than by 
three years’ service in the former rank, as above described, or 
as a reward for distinguished service, or by appointment to 
be Queen’s Aid-de-Camp. 

The Governor General of India may, if in his opinion the 
good of the Service requires it, appoint any Colonel selected 
for Field Service or a Divisional Command, to the temporary 
rank of Major General without regard to: seniority ;. and 
may, in like manner in the same circumstances, oppoint. a 
Major-General selected for a command to the rank of 
Lieutenant General. : 

In cases where Colonels shall be so appointed without re- 
gard to seniority, to Command as Major Generals, their tem- 
porary rank, if they should have conducted themselves to 
the satisfaction of the Government of the Presidency to which 
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they belong, may, after having held such Command for five 
years in peace, or after any shorter period in war upon the 
recommendation of the Commander-in-Chief, under whom 
they have served, transmitted with his own approbation by 
the Governor General of India, and further recommended by 
the Commander-in-Chief of Her Majesty’s Forces, be made 
permanent at the pleasure of the Queen, if Her Majesty 
shall so determine. In like manner the temporary rank of 
Lieutenant-General, as conferred by the Governor General 
of India, may be confirmed and made permanent at Her 
Majesty’s pleasure. 


+ 


In addition to the Colonels promoted by seniority to be 
Major-Generals, Colonels will be eligible for promotion by 
Her Majesty to the rank of Major-General, and Lieutenant- 
Generals to the rank of General, for distinguished service in 
the field. In the case of Officers promoted to the rank of 
General Officers as a reward for distinguished service in war, 
the recommendation, in which the service of the Officer shall 
be detailed, shall be published in the General Orders of the 
Army and in the Gazette, with a view to ensure the respon- 
sibility attaching to an appointment thus made out of the 
regular course of Army Promotion. 


Every vacancy on the fixed Establishment of General Offi- 
cers is to be filled by the promotion when there is no super- 
numerary of the Senior Colonel qualified to succeed to the 
rank of Major-General and to be placed on the fixed es- 
tablishment under the regulations now in force; and vacan- 
cies in the ranks of General and Lieutenant-General, will be 
filled in the same manner. If there be more than one super- 
numerary who has been promoted for distinguished service, 
the promotion of the Senior Colonel to take place on every 
second vacancy only, until the supernumeraries be reduced 
by the appointment, alternately, of a supernumerary ayd the 
promotion of a Colonel. 


Promotion shall be niade in the ranks of Field Officers 
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below the rank of Colonel, from time to time, or as vacancies 
occur in the Major-Generals’ fixed Establishment. 

Any, Captain, Major, or Lieutenant-Colonel, may be re- 
warded by promotion to Brevet rank for distinguished service 
in the Field, on the recommendation, as at present, of the 
General Commanding-in-Chief. 

The names of Officers above the rank of Captain who have 
already retired, or may hereafter retire from the Service on- 
full pay, are to be retained in the Army List in italics; and 
Officers now on the retired Full Pay List, or hereafter re- 
tiring upon full pay are to receive a step of Brevet rank but 
such Officers cannot be further promoted. 

2. One of the provisions of the Royal Warrant is, that 
*©the Commands of General Officers and other situations on 
the Staff, both at home, and abroad, shall not be held for 
more than five years unless by re-appointment.” This rule 
already obtains in the Service as regards General Officers on 
the Staff; and we have now resolved that it shall be extended 
as in Her Majesty’s Service, to all other situations on the 
Staff and on detached employment. 

3. Immediate effect will be given to portions of the above 
arangement by the promotion by Her Majesty of Officers to 
complete the establishment of General Officers for the three 
Presidencies, and of the Officers now retired on full pay who 
are to receive a step of Brevet rank. 

4, Your Government will forthwith promote to be Colonels 
the Lieutenant-Colonels entitled to that advantage. : 

5. In making these promotions, time of absence beyond 
sea, on furlough, or sick certificate on leave granted, will not 
be allowed to reckon as a-part of the three years’ service, 
except absence on account of wounds received in action, or 
from ill-health contracted by service with an Army in the 
Field, which must be duly certified by the report of a Medi- 
cal Board, when each case will be separately examined. In 
all other cases the time of absence of the Officer before he 
-has completed the required three years’ service as Lieutenant- 
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Colonel will be deducted, so that the Officer shall have ac. 
tually served that time before he be promoted to the rank of 
Colonel. 

6. Having considered the position of the Lieutenant-Colo- 
nels now in the Service who have held that rank for three 
years and upwards, it has been resolved that the above rule 
shall not be applied in its full strictness to them; but that 
the circumstances of each case and the length and causes of 
absence shall be taken into consideration, and the proper 
deductions, if any, from their time of service be made ac- 
cordingly. 

7. We leave it to the Governor General of India in Council 
to specify in General Orders the Officers on the Staff or 
other detached Military employment, in which service as 
Lieutenant-Colonel shall, from the date of the promulgation 
in General Orders of the present arrangement, be held equiva- 
lent to actual Regimental Command as Lieutenant-Colonel 
in qualifying Officers to be promoted to Colonel.

Committee having in vain addressed the Committee of the 
Mess established with the Division of Artillery that embark- 
ed with the expedition to Burmah, and having also failed in 
their endeavours to obtain a reply to the communications 
they addressed to the Commanding Officer, with a view to 
obtain certain periodical returns, as well as tbe settlement of 
an unadjusted balance due for Wine, &c. supplied for the 
use of the Officers of the Division, have been compelled to 
bring the subject under the consideration of the Command- 
ant of Artillery. 

2. After perusal of the papers it appears to the Command- 
ant of Artillery that these unsatisfactory proceedings are 
chiefly due to the Commanding Officer not having recogniz- 
ed his responsibility to Artillery Head Quarters through 
the General Mess Committee, the duties of which are dis- 
charged under the. immediate orders of the Commandant, 
and as it is believed a plea for this may be supposed to exist 
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in Rule 29 of the Mess Regulations, which admits of Local 
Mess Committees, as well as Commanding Officers corres- 
ponding with the General Mess Committee, in order that 
hereafter there may be no misunderstanding.in respect to 
the responsibility of Commanding Officers under the provi- 
sions of para. 18* of G. O. C. C. No. 82, dated 13th De- 
cember, 1853, not only for maintaining Messes established 
in the Regiment, but for the solvency of the same, the Com- 
mandant of Artillery directs that all periodical returns be 
provided by Commanding Officers, with whom alone is the 
General Mess Committee to correspond on subjects connect- 
ed with the local messes or regarding debts which may be 
due by Officers who are doing regimental duty. .

Major H. Congreve was a Cadet of 1327, and arrived in 
India 24th June 1828 ;—Date of Commission as 2d Lieute- 
nant 13th December 1827; as Ist Lieutenant Ist April 1834; 
as Captain in the Army 13th December 1842; as Captain in 
the Regiment 22d August 1848, and as Major in the Army 
20th June 1854. 

Posted to the 3d Battalion Artillery 2d July 1828; re- 
moved to the Ist Battalion 25th February 1829; to the 2d 
Battalion 2d April 1830, and to the Golundauze Battalion 
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25th April 1834; of which latter Battalion he was Acting 
Adjutant from 27th April 1834 to 10th October 1835, and 
Acting Quarter Master from Ist August to 30th September 
1834, and from 20th October to 2ist December 1835. 


Passed examination in Hindoostanee as Adjutant G. O. 
C. C. 24th September 1835 :—Converses in Tamil, and read 
Nagari at the College. 


Served with the first and second Goomsoor Campaigns 
from 26th December 1835 to 14th June 1837; and was pre- 
sent at an encounter in the stockaded valley of Gotchab; se- 
veral encounters in the Dora passes: in the encounter at Be- 
rasingay, and in the encounter between Chalee and Gallaru. 
Repulsed an attack of the enemy when in command of a 
party in the Cocmingie Ghaut, and was present in several 
other skirmishes :—Field Adjutant to the Artillery from Ja- 
nuary to 14th October 1836, and Deputy Commissary of 
Ordnance with the Force from 14th December 1836 to 26th 
May 1837.

Warrant and Non-Commissioned Officers, on promotion 
to a Commission, are entitled to retain the Medal “for Me- 
ritorious service” or ‘‘ for Good Conduct,” which may have 
been awarded to them, although the annuity or gratuity 
lapses by such promotion. :

2, The amount of all donations and subscriptions, due to 
Messes by Officers absent from their Corps, is to be deduct- 
ed from abstracts by Paymasters and ¢redited in their Jour- 
nals, the deduction being noted in the abstracts in the same 
manner as the deductions on account of the Band Fund. 

3. To enable Paymasters to make the requisite deduc- 
tions, it will be necessary for Officers Commanding Corps to 
furnish them with statements of the sums to be recovered 
monthly, from absent or Staff Officers, stationed within their 
range of payment. 

4. The sums recovered as above are to be remitted by 
Paymasters monthly, by Cash receipts, accompanied by a 
statement of the particulars thereof, to the Officers Com- 
manding the Regiments (to which the absent or Staff 
Officers may belong,) who will furnish in return, Receipts 
for the Sums thus remitted. 

5. Officers Commanding Regiments will furnish Paymas- 
ters with any information they may require, connected with 
the donations and subscriptions, due on account of the Mess, 
by absent or Staff Officers. All applications respecting re- 
coveries of donations or subscriptions from Officers, to whom, 
in consequence of their being employed in the Civil or Poli- 
tical Department or in other Presidencies, these rules cannot 
be immediately applied, are to be made through Paymasters 
to the Accountant General or the Military Auditor General 
‘according to circumstances.

3. On the occasion of a man being transferred from one 
Corps, or in the Artillery, from one Detached Troop or Com- 
pany to another, the sheets of the Court Martial Book headed 
with his name should accompany him. 


4, The original Proceedings of all Regimental, including 
Regimental Detachment Courts Martial, Detachment Courts 
Martial (held under the 114th Article of War for the Hono- 
rable Company’s European Troops and Native Line Courts 
Martial) are to be kept in deposit at the Head Quarters of 
Regiments, or in the Artillery at the Head Quarters of 
the Horse Brigade and of Battalions of Foot, bound in 
volumes as heretofore, 

5. Officers Commanding Detached Troops or Companies 
will forward the Proceedings of Courts Martial inferior to 
General, to the Head Quarters of their Regiment, Battalion 
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or Brigade, (that they may be entered in the Register of 
Courts Martial) so soon as the requisite Extracts have been 
made, whence they will be forwarded to their proper place 
of deposit. 

6. The Extracts forming the Courts Martial Books will 
be adduced in evidence of previous convictions by Courts 
Martial ; with exception that at the Head Quarters of Regi- 
ments, or of the Horse Brigade or Battalions of Artillery, 
the original Proceedings of Regimental and Regimental De- 
tachment Courts Martial should be produced as proof of con- 
victions by these descriptions of Courts Martial.

No. 1066, dated 24th August 1855.— With reference to the 
Notification issued by the Government of Bengal, under 
date the 9th March 1852, No. 458, the Hon’ble the Presi- 
dent in Council has been pleased to determine that Burmese 
shall be reckoned as one of the languages in which Candidates 
for the Reward of Rs. (1,000) one thousand, granted by the 
Hon’ble Court of Directors to Military Officers for pro- 
ficiency in two or more Native languages, may be examined. 


The test books in Burmese are to be— 


1, Latter’s Selections, 
2. Laws of Manoo. 
3. Janek-ka. 
4, Way-than-da-ya. 
And in all other respects the Examination will be con- 
ducted precisely in the manner prescribed in the Notification 
above referred to, that is to say as follows :-— 


‘*The Candidate will of course not be permitted to have 
access to any Dictionary or other book, or to receive any 
kind of assistance in the performance of his exercises, either 
written or oral. 


“ The written exercises are to consist of~ 


“1. A paper not less than an ordinary octavo page in 
length, printed in the language in which the Examination is 
held, to be translated into English. 


“2, & paper in English of the same length to- be 
translated into the selected language, in such a manner as to 
evince a decided familiarity with the language and some 
elegance of style. 
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‘*3. A paper of short sentences in English, the greater 
part on professional subjects, to be rendered into the language 
of examination accurately and idiomatically. 

‘** The Candidate will then be called upon to read fluently, 
and translate correctly, portions of any of the test books; 
and also a fairly but not very clearly-written manuscript in 
the language selected; and, when that is still a spoken lan- 
guage of the country, he shall further be required to carry 
on a conversation with the Examiners, or with one or more 
natives, in presence of the :xxaminers or such subjects pro- 
posed by them as are calculated to test his colloquial facility, 
both as regards scholar-like expression and knowledge of the 
terms and phrases comnionly used by the poorer and unedu- 
cated classes.” :

MODIFICATION OF THE REGULATIONS ON THE SUBJECT 
OF BOUNTY CLOTHING TO NATIVE TROOPS PROCEEDING 
ON FOREIGN SERVICE. 

G. 0. C. C. No. 52, 21st September 1855.--The Com- 
mander in Chief directs it to be notified, that the Honorable 
the Court of Directors have authorized the following modi- 
fication of the Regulations on the subject of the issue of 
Bounty Clothing to Native Troops proceeding on Foreign 
Service. 


Every Soldier is required by the orders of the Service to 
be supplied with a Cloak at his own expense and Cloth 
Trowsers are furnished by Government every alternate year. 
It is therefore left discretionary with Commanding Officers, 
on their Regiments being ordered on Foreign Service, to 
indent for other necessaries in lieu of the Bounty Cloaks and 
Trowsers, the difference of cost, when less, being paid to the 
Soldier ; but Commanding O/jicers will be held responsible 
that their men embark with serviceable Regimental Cloaks 
and Tcowsers. 


THE PERIOD OF PROBATION REQUISITE TO ENTITLE A 
SOLDIER TO THE RESTORATION OF GOOD CONDUCT PAY 
AND BADGES. 

G. O. C. C. No. 53; 29th September 1855.—The Com- 
mander in Chief having again had under consideration the 
question of calculating the period of probation requisite to 
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entitle a man to the restoration of Good Conduct Pay and 
Badges, His Excellency directs that the probationary periods 
specified in paras 22 and 23, G. O. G. 29th June 1848, shall, 
in all cases, commence from the date on which the offence is 
committed by the Soldier; except when the punishment 
awarded is by Sentence of Court Martial, in which case the 
offender will become eutitled to restoration of a Good Con. 
duct Badge and Pay in twelve months after the expiration 
of his punishment, or release from imprisonment. 

2. It is to be understood that in all minor punishments, 
the commencement 1s to be caculated in accordance with the 
rule laid down for Sentences of Courts Martial, viz. from. 
the actual date of the punishment being awarded, any inter. 
mediate period that the offender may be in Hospital, Holi- 
days, &c., being reckoned as part of the award. 

3. When a soldier having been in the possession of two 
or more distinguishing marks, commits a second offence within 
the year, the year’s probation towards the restoration of the 
first forfeiture will begin again to reckon from the date he 
committed the last offence, if he was punished by his Com- 
manding Officer, or from the expiration of his punishment, 
if punished by Sentence of a Court Martial.

QUENCE OF ABSENCE ON LEAVE, TO BE RELIEVED FROM 
THE FORFEITURE OF HOUSE RENT. 


~G. O. G. No. 251, 5th October 1855.—With the sanction 
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of the Government of India, the Governor in Council is 
pleased to direct that Officers for whom Public Quarters are 
provided, shall be relieved from the forfeiture of House Rent 
whenever their Quarters nay be vacated by them in conse- 
quence of their absence on leave. 

2. By this rule, which is to have effect from the Ist June 
last, the rule in para 3, page 383, Section 19 of the Code of 
Pay and Audit Regulations, has been partly cancelled and 
now stands as follows: 

‘* All Commissioned Officers, Staff and Regimental, for 
whom Public Quarters are provided, forfeit House Kent, or, 
if in receipt of full Batta and consequently not in receipt of 
Regimental House Rent, a sum equal to the latter. In cases 
where they vacate in consequence of their Quarters under- 
going repair, (to be duly certified,) or of obtaining leave of 
absence from their Corps" or Station, they will be relieved 
from the forfeit.”

MOTION OF OFFICERS IN THE THREE PRESIDENCIES. 
G. O. G. No. 253, 9th October 1855.—The following 

General Order by the Government of India, is republished 

for the information of the Army. 


GENERAL ORDER BY THE Most NoBLE THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL oF INDIA. 


OOTACAMUND, 21st September 1855. 


The Most Noble the Governor General of India is pleased 
to notify fer general information, that the Hon'ble the Court 
of Directors have, in reply to a reference made to them by 
His Lordship, transmitted in their Military Letter No. 100 
dated the 8th of August 1855, the following instructions, rela- 
tive to the new system of promotion which was brought into 
operation by the Hon’ble Court’s letter No. 25, dated the 
7th of February 1855, published in General Orders by the 
Government of India No. 336 of the 23d of March 1855.

pdnilen oh Dine I. The service of three years as Lieute- 
pare re nant Colonels, by which Officers of Ar- 
tillery, Engineers, Cavalry and Infantry, whether with their 
Regiments or on the Staff, or on Detached Military employ- 
ment, in situations which by the Regulations in force at the 
time can be held by Lieutenant Colonels, become entitled to 
be promoted to the rank of Colonel,—is required to be ser- 
vice in the Regimental rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 

The leaves of absence in India granted to Regimental 
Lieutenant Colonels, are not to be deducted from the three 
years qualifying them for promotion to be Colonels. 

The following are the Officers on the Staff or other de- 
tached Military employment, in which service as Lieutenant 
Colunel shall be held equivalent to actual Regimental Com- 
mands as Lieutenant Colonel, in qualifying Officers to be 
promoted to Colonel, viz. 

Adjutant General of the Army. 

Quarter Master General of the Army. 

Commandant of Subsidiary or Field Forces, Districts or 
Garrisons, including Chief Commands of Irregular Forces. 

Chief Commands in the Armies of Native Allied Powers. 

Town and Fort Major. 

Deputy Adjutant General of the Army. 

Deputy Quarter Master General of the Army. 

Commandant of Sappers and Miners. 

Such Officers filled by Lieutenant Colonels of ArtiHery 
and Engineers as belong to those particular Arms of the 
Service. 

II. The vacation of all Offices shall 
take place after they have been held for 
five years. It will be in the discretion of the respective Go- 
vernments of the three Presidencies to re-appoint for a second 
or even a third tour of five years, when the Government may 
consider that the re-appointment is required for the good of 


Tenure of Office. 


the Service. 


This rule is inapplicable to General Officers and Briga- 
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diers, whose tour of Command is limited by existing regu- 
lations to one tour of five years. 

Present occupants of Staff appointments will nat be affected 
by this rule until the expiration of five years from the 25d 
of March 1855, when the rule limiting the tenure of Staff 
Employment was published in General Orders; unless in 
consequence of promotion, they are required to vacate the 
appointments sooner under the regulations of the Service as 
already in force. 

Brigadiers and Staff Officers filling appointments which 
under existing regulations cannot be held with the rank of 
Major General, shall, as a general rule, vacate their Com- 
mands and Appointments on promotion to that rank. 

Officers holding such Commands and Appointments who 
have already been promoted to complete the permanent es- 
tablishment of General Officers, are to vacate their Com- 
mands and Appointments under the regulations heretofore in 
force. But in consideration of the effect of the late promo- 
tions on them, they will be permitted to continue in their 
respective situations for a period of six months from the 14th 
of September 1855, the date of the receipt of the Hon’ble 
Court’s despatch; provided that in the case of Brigadiers 
their tour of Command shall not by this indulgence be ex- 
tended beyond the limit of five years. 

The several Governments shall have the power of retaining 
on special grounds to be separately reported to the Hon’ble 
Court, Major Generals for the following Offices in the three 
Presidencies, viz. 

Secretary to Government in the Military Department. 

Adjutant General of the Army. 

Quarter Master General of the Army. 

Military Auditor General. 

Commissary General. 

RAM of Offcers in the I II. The adjustment of rank among 
the Licutenant Colonels of the three Presi- 


dencies, heretofore made under the instsuctions of the Hon'ble 
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Court’s letter No. 9, dated the 27th of July 1836, published 
in General Orders by the Government of India, No. 226 of 
the I-4th of November 1836, will henceforward be discon- 
tinued. The General List of Lieutenant Colonels of the 
three Presidencies as now existing will remain unaltered, and 
by it the Government of India will be guided in making pro- 
motions to the rank of Colonel, as directed in the Hon’ble 
Court’s despatch No. 34, dated 2!st of February 1855, pro- 
mulgated in General Orders No. 410 of the 4th of April 
1855. But henceforward promotions of Lieutenant Colonels 
to be Colonels, whether to supply casualties in ordinary 
course, or under the provisions of the new system of pro- 
motion will be made in the three Presidencies without refer- 
ence to the relative rank of the Lieutenant Colonels in the 
Armies of Fort St. George and Bombay, with that of the 
Lieutenant Colonels of the Bengal Army. 


WRITERS ALLOWANCE TO BE DRAWN WHEN REGIMENTAL 
MEANS ARE NOT AVAILABLE IN PREPARING PROCEED. 
INGS OF COMMITTEES. 

G. O. G. No. £55, 9th, October 1855.—The Governor 
in Council is pleased to direct, with reference to G. O. G. 16th 
February 1836, No. 31 and para 1, head ‘‘ Writers and Sta- 
tionery,” Section 19 of the Pay Code, that whenever at Posts 
or Stations the Head Quarsers of a Single Corps, it may 
happen that Regimental means cannot be made available for 
the purpose of preparing the proceedings of Committees of 
a general nature, such as those specified in the above orders; 
an allowance may be drawn for the employment of a Writer, 
in the same manner as is now authorized at Stations where 
there are two or more Corps. 

2. Commanding Officers will, however, in such cases be 
careful to append to the Abstract for Writer’s allowance, an 
additional certificate to the effect that Regimental means 
could not be made available for the preparation of the pro- 
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ceedings ; which will be sufficient authority for the Pay De- 
partment te disburse the amount as regulated.

REVISED RULES TO BE OBSERVED 1N GRANTING CERTIFI- 
CATES OF THE AVERAGE PRICE OF RICE TO SUPPORT 
CLAIMS FOR COMPENSATION. 

G. O. G. No. 263, 19th October 1855.—Mistakes and 
consequent inconvenience having arisen from the use, by Of- 
ficers required to grant certificates of the average price of 
Rice to support claims to compensation under the rules head-_ 
ed “Rice,” in Section 10th, pages 158 to 162, of the Code 
of Pay and Audit Regulations, of the word “ Seer,” instead 
of the designation of the measure actually in use at the Sta- 
tion, the Governor in Council has been pleased to direct the 
revision of the Rules in question so that, without the privilege 
of the Sepoys being in any way infringed, the calculation 
according to which they are to receive compensation may be 
made on some measure recognized by the Proclamation of 
Government dated 16th October 1846. 

2. The following revised Rules are accordingly to be sub- 
stituted for those under the head of Rice in Section 10th, 
pages 158 to 162, of the Code of Pay and Audit Regulations, 
and will be considered-in opervation from the date of their 
receipt, or as soon after as practicable. 


Rice,—1. When country rice of the 3rd (or, where there 
are not three kinds, of the cheapest) sort in the Public mar- 
ket, at any Station exceeds a certain fixed price, individuals 
of the undermentioned ranks and classes, not being in re- 
ceipt of Batta or of rations or money compensation for them 
from the Commissariat Department, are entitled either to be 
supplied with a specified quantity of Rice from the Public 
Stores, at that fixed price, or to receive the difference in 
money between the fixed price of that specified quantity and 
its current price in the market according to the following 
rates and rules. 
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2. When the prices of Rice in the public market exceed 
the fixed rates as above defined, Officers at the head of De- 
partments or Commanding or in charge of Corps, Detach- 
ments, Pensioners, &c. &c. are to make application to the 
Oificer Commanding the Force or Station, for permission to 
indent on the Commissariat for Rice on account of the 
parties entitled to receive it, or to draw money compensation 
in lieu thereof, 


3. Ifit is found impossible or inexpedient to issue grain 
in kind, compensation money is to be drawn in arrears on 
' abstract, agreeably to to the annexed form, the entries as 
to quantity, description, and price of grain being modified 
according to actual circumstances and the rules applicabie 
thereto. 


4, At Stations where the Madras Measure is not in gene- 
ral use, the certificates of the average price should state the 
designation of the Measures in use, the number of them sold 
for a rupee and the equivalent in Madras Measures. Should 
the latter be found impracticable or inconvenient, the equi- 
valent must be ascertained by measurement, and the bill for 
compensation must be supported by a certificate from the 
Commissariat Officer, or if there is no Commissariat Officer 
at the Station, from the Station Staff Officer, of the number 
of Madras Measures equivalent to the number of local Mea- 
sures certified to have been sold for a rupee.

REGARDING THE RECEIPT OF EVIDENCF OF PREVIOUS

mander in Chief having observed that a difference of practice 
exists with regard to the receipt of evidence of previous con- 
victions and general character on Courts Martial after a re- 
vision of its Proceedings by the Court, His Excellency directs 
it to be intimated, that where a Court Martial, whether Euro- 
pean or Native, has originally acquitted a Prisoner of the 
Charge or Charges preferred against him, and on revision con- 
victed him of one or more of the same, it is considered un- 
objectionable for tne Court to receive such evidence.

6. The men to be recommended for this Gratuity, without 
reference to the total length of their service, must, for 18 
years, have borne an irreproachable character, and have never 
been convicted by a Court Martial, or if not coming strictly 
within these latter conditions, must have particularly dis- 
tinguished themselves by gallantry and zeal in the Service. 

The Gratuity so awarded will be paid shortly after presen- 
tation of the Medal and placed in the Regimental Savings 
Bank to be there held, not under the control of the Soldier, 
in deposit at interest until his discharge ; and shall be deem- 
ed to be his personal property, subject only to forfeiture for 
misconduct of which he may be convicted by a General, 
Garrison, or District Court Martial ; and should he die be- 
fore he has completed 21 years’ service, or after completing 
such service before his discharge, such Gratuity, with its 
accumulated interest, shall be deemed to be a part of his ef- 
fects, and be payable to his legal representative. 

7. With the view of further marking meritorious conduct, 
and of inciting other Soldiers to imitate such conduct, it is 
directed that upon awarding to such Soldiers the above Gra- 
tuity, they shall be entitled to wear a Silver Medal, having 
on one side the words ‘ For long Service and Good Conduct,” 
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and on the other side, the Company’s Arms, with the name 
and rank of the Soldier. This Medal will be delivered to 
the Soldier by the Commanding Officer of the Regiment on 
Parade, and shall be worn by him asan honorable testimonial 
of approbation of his conduct, during the remainder of his 
service. 


10. The Commander-in-Chief will notify to Government 
the names of the individuals to whom these Gratuities and 
Medals have been periodically awarded, in order that sanction 
may be given to the investment of the amount of Gratuity 
in the Regimental Savings Banks: and the Government of 
the Presidency, upon receiving a Notification that the indi- 
viduals are about to be ‘discharged with such Gratuity and 
Medal, will, through the Hon’ble the Court of Directors, so 
far as is practicable, notify to the Parishes to which the men 
belong, the Hon’ble distinction which has been conferred 
upon them.

RULES FOR THE ISSUE OF WORKING PAY TO EUROPEAN 
AND NATIVE SOLDIERS, NOT OF TBE SAPPERS AND MI- 
NERS. 

No. 1166 of 1855.—Under instructions from the Honorable 
the Court of Directors, the Honorable the President of the 
Council of India in Council is pleased to prescribe the follow- 
ing Rules for the issue of Working-pay to European and 
Native Soldiers not of the Sappers and Miners. 

1. Whenever the Public Service may require it, Soldiers 
are liable to be ordered by the superior Officers on Working- 
parties as a duty. 

2. When it is necessary to employ them as artificers or la- 
bourers in the construction of Military works, and the Military 
services required by the Ordnance or other Departments of 
the Army, they shall receive, in addition to their Military 
pay, the following rates of Working pay. 

Kuropean Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates, 

per diem............ shisde lace ieahbascednetepingsesss 4 Annas. 

Native Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates... 1 Anna. 
3. The hours of actual labor are six, and the Soldiers 

will be paid in proportion for any greater or less number of 

hours they may be employed on each day ; provided, however, 
that where a certain quantity of work is allotted to each party 
as a fair quantum for any specified time, as in constructing 

Field-works, or at Sieges, the party shall receive pay for the 
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number of hours in which the work ought to be executed, 
whether executed in Jess or more time than allotted. 

4. The Field Pay Master will make the required advance 

to the Chief Engineer of the Field Force, who will disburse 
the Working-pay to each party through the Officer im- 
mediately superintending it, on receiving from him a Certi- 
ficate that he is satisfied with the work of the men. 
5. Itisto be thoroughly and clearly understood, that 
Working-pay is only to be granted for the performance of 
duties of the nature specified in Article 2, or in cases that 
may appear to the superior authority to be deserving of 
special consideration, and that the pay is not claimable by 
Soldiers employed in throwing up temporary works, necessary 
tu strengthen the position or insure the safety of Troops in 
Camp, or in the Field, when the bodily exertion of every in- 
dividual of every rank must be commanded to facilitate the 
operations, and when the use of the entrenching tools is as 
essential for the defensive, as that of the Musket and Bayonet 
is for the offensive operations of the Army. 

6. These rules refer more particularly to the Bengal Ar- 
my, but they are applicable to the Armies of the other Pre- 
sidencies also, on occasion of their employment on Foreign 
Service conjointly, with eack other, or conjointly (as respects . 
either of them) with Bengal Troops. 

7. If however Madras Troops other than Sappers be en- 
gaged in such conjoint service, the undermentioned scale of 
Working-pay for a working period cf six hours will be is- 
sued in lieu of the rates sanctioned in para 2, viz.

2.—The examination of such witnesses as may be in receipt 
of pay or pension from Government, is, in every practicable 
case, to be first proceeded with, after which should it be 
necessary to take the evidence of others, the inability of the 
claimant to call upon any other witnesses, either residing at 
the station where the committee assembles or elsewhere, in — 
receipt of pay or pension from Government, is to be recorded 
on the proceedings as follows : 

‘‘ The claimant states she can produce no other witnesses 
‘* in receipt of pay or pension from Government.” 


3.—When a claimant can produce no witnesses at all in 
receipt of Government pay or pension, the circumstance is 
to be recorded in a similar manner immediately before the 
record of the evidence of the first witness.

Thus, Of- 
ficers who previously could not count any portion of the time 
spent in Europe as service for the Pension, are enabled to do 
so; and they claim, in consequence, a rate of Pension which 
could not otherwise have been claimed in some instances un- 
til after two, three or four years of additional service. Of 
those who have retired on full pay since the Rules were es- 
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tablished, a considerable proportion have claimed and receiv- 
ed this advantage. 


3. On the other hand, Officers who had spent such length- 
ened periods at the Cape of Good Hope or elsewhere with- 
in Indian limits, as exceed the privileged time allowed by 
the new Rule, have to consider whether it will be for their 
advantage to adhere to the old Rules, and in many instan- 
ces have determined todo so in virtue of the option allowed 
to them. | 


4. If Rule 3 were to be abolished, as now proposed by 
your Government, the effect would be that Officers adopt- 
ing the new Rules, who had taken their leaves of absence at 
the Cape and elsewhere within Indian limits, with the en- 
joyment of Indian Allowances, would count all that time for 
the Pension, whilst those who had taken their furlough to 
Europe with Regimental Pay only would be deprived of any 
such advantage. 


5. We cannot admit that this change would be satisfac- 
tory, neither can we approve of still further increasing the 
privileged time of absence by adding to it all leaves of ab- 
sence in India. We must therefore decline to comply with 
the prayer of Lieutenant Williamson’s memorial.

It will also be proper for you, when- 
ever it may be necessary to address this office respecting any 
of the funds, to forward the letters on the subject under a 
cover to the respective Secretaries, for transmission by them 
to this department. The letters thus forwarded by you 
should be sent ‘‘ bearing postage,” the amount payable will 
then be disbursed from the resources in the hands of the Di- 
rectors or Trustees.

Letter No. 62 from 2d Lieutenant S. H. E. Chamier, Com- 
manding Detachment of Artillery on Field Service, to the 
Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery St, Thomas Mount, 
dated, Pahpoon, 23d April 1856. 


Sir,—I have the honor to report for the information of 
the Brigadier Commandant of Artillery, that on Tuesday 
the 22d Instant at about 4 o’clock Pp. m. we arrived at the 
right bank of the river Yaunzaline opposite Pahpoon, the 
Head Quarters of Mee I.oung, the head of the revellious 
Kareens. A spy of ours, who had returned from his camp, 
pointed out a white flag at about 700 yards distant from us, 
on the other side of the river in the midst of a range of hills 
which he said was over Mee Loung’s Pagoda and camp. I 
was directed by Captain Moore of H. M.’s 35th Regiment 
who commands the force, to be prepared to shell them next 
morning. The plan of attack was, that the Infantry should 
cross the river which is only about 30 yards broad here, by 
a bamboo bridge, to be made by some Burmans at night, and 
when half way up the circuitous road leading to Mee Loung’s 
position they were to sound the ‘‘ Commence Firing” when 
We were to fire shells, spherical case and rockets over their 
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heads at the Flag Staff, and to continue so doing until they 
sounded the ‘‘ Cease Firing,” when we were to run our guns 
about 60 paces to our right, and leaving them in charge of a 
guerd of 30 Sepoys, we were to act as Infantry, and rush up 
the hill by another road to the right to prevent the rebels 


escaping by it. The day was breaking, and we had just ~ 


placed our howitzers and rocket tube in position (and the 
Infantry had not yet got under arms), when a volley of mus- 
ketry was poured into our camp fromthe jungle on the other 
side of the river, which was quickly answered by us, and a 
sharp fire was kept up for some minutes. Whilst this was 
going on, on our left, we heard a great number of men rush- 
ing down from the hill (by a road which reaches the bank of 
the river about 20 yards to our right) yelling loudly, so we 
loaded the guns with canister immediately and gave them a 


couple of rounds of canister, which made them retreat rapid- 


ly. The jungle was too thick to admit of our seeing them, 
but by the sound of their voices they could not have been 
more than 150 yards from us. We then fired several charges 
of canister into the party which was firing at the Infantry, 
and all was silent. The Infantry then crossed the bridge, 
and started up the hill. When they were about half way 
up, the bugle sounded and we commenced firing shells, sphe- 
rical case shot and rockets over them at the flag staff, nothing 
could have been more satisfactory than the practice with the 
howitzers, every round was well laid and with the exception 
of one shell, and one spherical case shot, every one burst 
almost immediately over the flag staff, which was on the Pa- 
goda. The shell and spherical case shot, were afterwards 
found on the Pagoda minus their fuzes. With the excep- 
tion of the first rocket, which was a little too hastily laid, 
the practice with them was most satisfactory. After the In- 
fantry had sounded the “‘ Cease firing” they advanced up the 
Pagoda parapet, but every soul had fled. After we had taken 
the guns over to the Sepoy guard we advanced up the road 
to the right as had been previously arranged, but found that 
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the rebels had taken the road to the right, northward over 
the hill, leaving a number of small articles of warfare after 
them in their hurry, in the shape of bows, poisoned arrows, 
gongs, &c. They are supposed to have been about 500 
strong that morning, though from accounts given to the As- 
sistant Commissioner, they have some time mustered 2000 
men, including camp followers. They however seem to have 
left a few men in the jungle, for the purpose of annoying 
us, as our rear guard was afterwards fired upon by them. 
We have however cleared the neighbourhood of them now, 
and they appear to have separated and fled in different direc- 
tions. We have destroyed the Pagoda and houses. The 
march has been most trying tu the men, but their conduct 
from the day we left Shoay Gyeen has been most exemplary 
and praiseworthy- 

For the style of country we have been going over, nothing 
could have been more suitable in the way of Arjillery than the 
mountain train guns. Two Elephants carry the two guns 
complete, with ease over the steepest hill, and with the daily 
practice we have had, the men mount, and dismount them 
from the Elephants in the course of a very few minutes. 


We leave this to-morrow en route to Shoay Gyeen, whence 
the force proceeded. 


The Infantry portion consisted of one Company of H. M.’s 
35th Regiment, and one Company of the 18th M. N. I.

2. In reply to the second question submitted in your let- 
ter, I am directed to observe that the circumstance of a sol- 
dier’s wife being admitted to the subsistence allowance qua- 
lifies her children for it also, every European soldier being 
entitled as aright to subsistence for his children if their 
mother be in receipt of the allowance,—an additional woman 
without her children cannot therefore be admitted when any 
one of the Soldiers’ wives within the authorized number, is 
under any rule permanently excluded from the allowance.

to shew from whom the letters are received and on what date, 
to whom addressed and at what place, the amount of the 
postage stamps affixed, and of payment in money in the case 
of letters for Europe and the Colonies, or whether bearing 
postage, the date of despatch to the post Office, and the

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name of the orderly by whom taken ;—the Serjeant Major or 
Pay Serjeant as the case may be is to affix his initials to 
each despatch. 


3. Post Office receipts for letters on which men have paid 
the registration fee are to be handed over to them. 


4, All letters for Europe and the Colonies presented for 
the Commanding Officer’s frank are to be open; any indivi- 
dual submitting a letter for this purpose which is not bona- 
fide his own, will be subject to punishment as guilty of fraud. 


5. Whenever letters addressed to any individual of the 
Regiment are brought to Corps or detachments with which 
such individual is not serving, it is the duty of the Com- 
manding Officer to use his utmost endeavours to cause such 
letters to be conveyed to the person to whom they are ad- 
dressed.

MEMORANDUM OF INSTRUCTIONS FOR PREPARING THE HALF 
YEARLY CANTEEN ACCOUNTS. 


1. The following instructions are to be carefully attended 
to in the preparation and examination of the half yearly ac- 
counts of Canteens, 


2. The accounts are to be thoroughly examined previous- 
ly to despatch. 


3. When accounts are sent back for correction, the pencil 
check marks made at Artillery Head Quarters are not to be 
rubbed out. 


4. Whenever it may be found necessary to re-prepare 
any part, either of the accounts or of the Memo. of stock, on 
their being received back for correction, the pages originally 
submitted are invariably to be returned to Artillery Head 
Quarters with the re-prepared ones, and with the pencil ex- 
amination remarks unremoved. 


‘“* AccouNT CURRENT.” 


5. This is simply a Cash Account, and is to exhibit noth- 
ing but the actual disbursements and receipts of money dur- 
ing the half year. 

6. In order to reduce the size of the accounts as much as 
possible, the receipts and disbursements for three months are 
to be entered on each page as shewn in the form, whenever 
it can be done without crowding or unnecessary minute - 
writing. 

”. On the Dr. side are to be entered all disbursements of 
cash as they take place each month ; every entry should afford 
the fullest information as to the quantity of the article, and 
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the rate at which purchased,—general terms such as ‘‘ Beer,” 
‘“ Cheroots,” ‘ Tea,” and ‘‘ Coffee,” without specifying these 
particulars, are to be carefully avoided. The expenses of 
the establishment and all incidental charges are also to be 
entered in the fullest detail. 

8. On the Cr. side are to be entered all receipts of money 
in each month ; the entries of articles sold are to be made in 
detail in the measure or qQantity and rate at which they are 
actually retailed, viz. drams for Spirits and Wines, pints or 
bottles (as the case may be) for Beer and Porter, and cups for 
Coffee, &c. 

9. At stations where the currency is of daily variation, 
as at Secunderabad and Jaulnah, a tixed exchange is to be 
maintained in the Canteen, so as to-avoid the use of cents or 
fractions in the retail rates in the accounts, any profit or loss 
caused thereby being shewn separately at the close of each 
months account. 

10. ** BALANCE AT CREDIT” AT CLOSE OF AccounT CuR- 
RENT.—This is the balance of cash in hand and in the Bank, 
and should correspond exactly with the amount of the funds 
actually in the Cash Chest and in the Bank at the close of 
the half year.—If this be attended to, no errors in the cash 
account, can, under ordinary circumstances, escape detection | 
prior to the despatch of the accounts; when the recorded 
balance of cash on hand has to be altered on the accounts 
being received back for correction, In consequence of errors in 
amounts entered as having been paid or received, it must be 
presumed, either, that the balance actually in hand had not 
been counted and compared with the accounts before their 
despatch, or, that the regulations relative to the check of ac- 
counts daily by the visiting member of the Committee, and 
the custody of the funds, are not properly carried out.

NotiFicaTIon.—The Right Honorable the Governor 

General in Council is pleased to issue the following Rules 
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for the protection of Government in cases of application for 
gratuities to the families of Lascars, Coolies and other work- 
men in the service of Government, who may happen to be 
killed or to die in consequence of wounds or accidents sus- 
tained in the execution of their public duties :— 


RULES. 


1. Noapplication for a gratuity shall be received from 
the family of a deceased workman, unless he died within 6 
months from the date on which the wound, or the accident 
which is supposed to have caused ‘his death, was received. __ 


2. Applications shall be confined to cases in which the 
deceased may have left a widow, son, daughter, father, or 
mother, dependant upon him for support. 


3. Allclaims shall be subjected to a regular enquiry by 
the Officer at the head of the Department in which the de- 
ceased was employed. 


4, The claimants shall appear personally before the said 
Officer, and witnesses (unconnected with the claimants if 
possible) shall invariably be examined in attestation of the 
validity of the claim. When the evidence of relatives or 
connections is taken, a note to that effect shall be entered 
upon the proceedings and in all cases the witnesses shall be 
warned to confine their evidence to circumstances within their 
own knowledge, and be made to understand that they will be 
liable to trial and punishment, in the event of their evidence 
proving to be false. 

5. The proceedings shall be drawn up in the form annex- 
ed, and shall contain a concise but full record of the evidence 
by which every claim is supported ; the designation and du- 
ties of the deceased ; the nature of the accident or injury 
which caused his death, and the precise degree of relationship 
and condition of the person or persons claiming the bounty of 
Government in consequence, 


6. In cases where two or more survivors within the de- 
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grees of relationship specified in Clause 2 may be entitled to 
a gratuity under these Rules, the claims of each shall be fully 
investigated, and the preference accorded in the following 
order : 


1, Son (legitimate.) 

2. Widow. 

3. Daughter (legitimate.) 
4, Father. 

5. Mother 


7. The gratuity admissible under these Rules shall in no 
case exceed the maximum limit of six months’ pay of the 
deceased, nor be invariably assigned at that amount, but be 
regulated according to the duties of the deceased, the circum- 
stances attending his death, and the condition and prospects 
of his surviving relative or relatives. 


8. The above Rules, although specially intended to pro- 
vide for the adjudication of claims to gratuities on the part 
of the families of men killed in the execution of their duties, 
who are not entitled to pensions under the Rules and prac- 
tice of this Presidency, shall also be held applicable in the 
investigation of claims to pension on the part of the families 
of persons employed in the Gun powder manufactory, the 
Khedda Establishments, and others engaged in duties involving 
unusual hazard and of claims to pension preferred under 
Clause 6 of the Uncovenanted Pension Rules of Jauuary 1831. 


9. The Government by no means binds itself to issue 


gratuities in all cases, nor in cases of pension to grant them 
for life.

When Sick Details or Individuals on Foreign Service are 
sent to other Stations within the range, for the benefit of 
their health, their Family Certificates should not be dis- 
continued—they should continue to be borne on the Family 
Rolls of the Company to which they belong—and the amount 
of their Family Certificates is to be included in the body of 
the Monthly Statement from the Company, and duly ac 
counted for in the Memorandum of the Statement Form No. 
5 in the Appendix. It will be the duty of Officers Command- 
ing Regiments and Detachments and Heads of Departments 
to forward with such Details or Individuals, a Roll of the 
Family Certificates granted by the parties, separately for each 
Company &c., and to note in the Roll the last Family stop- 
page made, observing that a similar ‘Notification should be 
entered on the back of the last Pay Certificates. In the event 
of Casualties subsequently occurring among them, the same 
should be immediately reported by the Staff or ather Officer 
in charge to the Corps, Detachment or Department to which 
the men severally belonged, by a letter in the margin of which,

the Family Certificate is to be described in full specifying the 
last stoppage made from the deceased, a duplicate thereof 
being forwarded to the Office of the Superintendent of Family

Our GovERNOR GENERAL OF INDIA IN CoUNCIL. 


Para 1. Referring to the several communications received 
from your Government relating to the promotion to the rank 
of Colonel of Lieutenant-Colonels who had obtained leave of 
absence from India prior to the 23d March 1855, we have 
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now to announce to you that the sanction of the Queen has 
been given to the following Regulation, as concurred in by 
the Secretary of State-for-War and by the Field Marshal 
Commanding-in-Chief ; viz. :-— 

*‘ That all Regimental Lieutenant-Colonels who quitted 
** India on Furlough prior to the 23d March 1855, but who 
. had previously commanded Regiments as Majors or Lieu- 
** tenant-Colonels, or performed other equivalent Military 
‘* duty in the situations prescribed in the Royal Warrant of 
‘“‘ 6th October 1854, for not less than two years, shall be pro-— 
‘‘ moted to the rank of Colonel when they shall have held the 
‘* rank of Lieutenant-Colonel for 3 years.” 


“* Lieutenant-Colonels by special Brevet for distinguished 
‘ conduct in the Field who quitted India on Furlough prior 
** to 23d March 1855, but who had previously done duty in 
‘‘ that rank for not less than two years, to be in like manner 
“* promoted to the rank of Colonel when they shall have held 
‘“‘ the Brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel for 6 years.”’ 


‘‘ The time passed on leave of absence in India, and which 
‘* had been granted prior to 23d March 1855, to be also al- 
‘* lowed to reckon as Service.” 

** In cases of leaves of absence commencing after the 23d 
** March 1855, no longer period than one month in each year, 
‘or a total of 3 months in 3 years or 6 months in 6 years, 
** shall be allowed to reckon whether the leave shall have been 
‘ spent in India or out of the Country, except in cases of 
‘‘ wounds or illness contracted by service in the Field duly 
** certified by a Medical Board, when each case will be sepa- 
ss rately considered with reference to the time to be allowed.” 

“« The ahove Regulation to be applicable to Lieutenant- 
<* Colonels of Her Majesty’s Troops serving in India, as well 
‘‘ as to those of the East India Company’s Service.” 

2. You will take immediate measures for carrying this 
Regulation into effect, so faras relates to the Service of the 
East India Company. 
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3. We now forward for your information and guidance 
copy of a letter and its enclosure, received this day from Ma- 
jor General Sir C. Yorke, k. c. B., on the subject of the elaim 
of the Indian Army to Line Promotion under the arrangement 
contained in the Royal Warrant of 6th October 1854, in suc- 
cession to Colonels promoted to complete the itstablishment 


of General Officers of that Army on the 28th November 1854.

A. O. No. 16, 16th September 1856.—I1I. Several of the 
reports made to Artillery Head Quarters, in conformity with 
A. O. No. 35 dated 13th October 1855, have been observed 
to be expressed in terms which bear the construction that the 
Regimental Books &c. of the Corps and detachments report- 
ed upon, have not been regularly inspected every month as 
required by Regulations, but that a single special inspection, 
to enable a report to be made, has been deemed sufficient. 
This may, in some cases, be merely owing to inadvertence in 
the framing of the report, but that the orders on this subject 
have not been universally attended tu, the Brigadier Com- 
mandant regrets to say has been brought to his notice ina 
painful manner, by reports from two distinct quarters, of the 
Books and accounts of one of the detachments of the Regi- 
ment having been neglected in a manner that is now seldom 
heard of :—it will be sufficient to state, that the information 
received at Artillery Head Quarters represents some of the 
most important Books of the detachment to be blank fora 
period of upwards of eight months ; that the Officer (an Ad- 
jutant and Quarter Master,) who had been in charge during 
the last 4 months of the period, handed overa cash balance of 
nearly 1700 Rupees on being relieved, of which he could give 
no balance sheet whatever, nor could he afford any informa- 
tion as to who or what it belonged. The family certificates 
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and other affairs of the Company, are represented to be in an 
equal state of confusion. 


2. During the first three and last two months of the pe- 
riod in whieh these occurrences took place, the detachment 
in question was under the immediate eye of a Field Officer 
of the Regiment. 


3. The Commandant of Artillery therefore feels it in- 
cumbent upon him to request that Commanding Officers will 
strictly carry out the provisions of para 2, Section XLV, of 
the General Regulations of the Artillery,—these inspections. 
are to extend, not only to the Regimental Books, but also to 
those of the Saddle Contract, Canteen, and other funds, and 
to the Small Account. Books of the men, and it is to be stat- 
edto Artillery Head Quarters, in future reports, under the 
provisions of A.O. No. 35, that the inspections have been 
made monthly. | 

4. The Commandant of Artillery further directs that the 
entries in all the Books, excepting the Letter Book, Diary 
of letters received, and Order Books, be signed by the Offi- 
cers Commanding, in the same manner as the documents of 
which they are copies :—it is of course not intended that 
Officers who countersign documents shall also sign the Books, 
nor are the signatures of Commanding Officers who have 
Staff Officers attached required, the Staff Officer being the 
person to authenticate by his signature the copy in his re- 
cords. 

_ 5. Commanding Officers are directed to instruct all young 
Officers under their command in the manner of keeping the 
established Books of their Troop or Company, and in making 
out official documents &c., for which purpose they are to be 
made to attend at the Orderly Room as often as may be prac- 
ticable, and are occasionally to be required to make out 
Returns &c. in their own handwriting. 
4A. O, No. 17, 27th September 1856.—I. It having come to 
the knowledge of the Brigadier Commandant of Artillery that 
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the Drivers of the Regiment are not so well attended to, as 
they ought to be, as regards their foot duties, attention is 
called to this point, and Officers Commanding Battalions, 
Companies, and detachments, are requested to be particular 
in keeping up as much of a soldier like spirit and appearance 
amongst these men as possible, by having them occasionally 
at Marching and Saluting Drill.

G. O, C. C. No. 73, 3d October 1856.—1 ‘The Comman- 
der-in Chief directs it to be notified that under a decision of 
the Government of India, the new furlough regulations are 
held, not to affect the rules heretofore in force with respect 
to leave in India, and that consequently a Staff Officer ob- 
taining leave of absence in India on private affairs for six 
months, or on medical certificate for two years, retains du- 
ring such absence a moiety of his Staff salary as sanctioned 
by the regulations for the grant of leave in India which are- 
still in force. 

2. <A Staff, as well as a Regimental Officer is required, 
when first applying for leave, whether in or out of India, to 
declare by which of the furlough regulations he wishes to 
abide. A Staff Officer having made his election can take 
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his leave in India as above stated, and should he afterwards 
require to proceed to England, the retention or otherwise of 
his appointment will depend upon which of the rules he first 
elected, and from which he cannot afterwards change.

INSTITUTION OF SOLDIERS’ GARDENS IN THE IMMEDIATE 

VICINITY OF EACH BARRACK RANGE. 

G. O. C. C. No. 93, 22d November 1856.—The provisions 
of the subjoined order having been extended by the Govern- 
ment of India to all Stations at which Soldiers’ Gardens have 
been formed within the limits of the Madras Presidency and 
Burmah, the Commander-in-Chief directs the publication of 
the same in General Orders, 

G. O. BY THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF IN INDIA, 
Datep 10TH DECEMBER 1855. 

The Commander-in-Chief in India desires to notify, for the 

information of all European troops under this Presidency, 
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that with a view to promote the health and recreation of the 
European Soldiers, by providing amusing occupation for the 
many idle hours of a barrack life, arrangements were last 
year authorized, with the sanction of Government, for insti- 
tuting gardens in the immediate vicinity of each barrack range 
at Lahore, Sealkote, Rawul Pindee, and Peshawur. 

The system under which these gardens were established 
was as follows: 

Officers Commanding European regiments, troops, and 
companies, were directed to engage the voluntary and spon- 
taneous efforts of their men to employ themselves in the cul- 
tivation of suitable garden plots, in close proximity to their 
own quarters ; a space of about 30 or 40 feet broad on ei- 
ther side of the whule length or breadth of the barrack was 
marked off for the use of each company, and the soil having 
been turned by the barrack department, the ground was 
made over for subdivision and allotment to those men who 
were willing thus to employ themselves. | 
Gardening implements of all kinds (and seeds) were cordially 
granted by Government on indent from the public stores and 
suitable measures at once ordered to be adopted for providing 
the means of i:rigating each barrack garden.

. The European troops at the stations na- 
med readily availed themselves of the amuse- 


_ment offered, especially the men of the Ar- 


tillery division at Meean Meer, who appli- 
ed themselves so cheerfully to the cultiva- 
tion of the'sites allotted, that within a very 
few months the Commander-in-Chief had 
the gratification to see their barrack squares, 
ordinarily so bleak and bare, converted in- 
to well stocked gardens of flowers and ve- 
getables ; and at His Excellenev’s recom- 
mendation Government rewarded their in- 
dustry by the distribution of prizes to the 


most successful gardeners of each barrack.* 
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The Commander-in-Chief now desires to see this system 
generally established as a source of recreation among all Ku- 
ropean troops, and His Excellency therefore calls on Com- 
manding Officers to use their best endeavours to encourage 
their men to adopt it without delay, wherever the nature of 
the ground adjoining their barrack ranges will permit ; and 
having received the assurance of the most cordial and liberal 
assistance from the Supreme Government, both in the sup- 
ply of tools and the periodical allotment of suitable rewards, 
the Commander-in-Chief directs Commanding Officers of. 
European troops who may evince a readiness to avail them- 
selves of this considerate indulgence, to apply officially to 
the Quarter Master General of the Army for more detailed 
information as to the precise course they are to pursue in 
furtherance of the same. 


Government have also most liberally extended the same 
privileges and advantages to all European non-commissioned 
officers, serving with native corps and companies at statzons 
where European troops are located, who may be desirous of 
participating in them. | 


It is to be understood that these barrack gardens are not 
intended to supersede or discourage the already formed “ sol- 
diers’ garden” on a larger scale established at some stations 
as a place of resort for soldiers and their families for exercise 
and amusement; but as the distance from the barracks at 
which these have necessarily been established often prevents 
many men, otherwise willing, from sharing in their cultiva- 
tion, the Commander-in-Chief hopes the opportunity now 
offered to afford every man a healthful and cheering amuse- 
ment at his own door, will be accepted as an earnest of His 
Excellency Sir William Gomm’s warm interest in the Sol- 
diers’ welfare, and a desire on his part to relieve the mono- 
tony of a barrack life in this ceuntry. 
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A. O. ith November 1856, I Memo, No. 13.—In accordance 
with G. O. C. C. No. 67 dated 18th September 1856, the fol- 
lowing is to be substituted for para 15, Section XXXIV, 
of the General Regulations of the Artillery.

A. O. No. 19, 13th November 1856.—I. The frequency 
of complaints, received from the Military Board, of extreme 
carelessness and inaccuracy in the preparation of the Month- 
ly lists of Stores &c. in charge of Officers Commanding 
Troops and Companies, and Regimental departments, obliges 
the Brigadier Commandant of Artillery to call upon Officers 
Commanding Brigade and Battalions to give due attention to 
this important duty. 


2. Efforts have been assiduously made of late years, by 
the Military Board, to simplify and reduce these documents; 
but such efforts require to be met in a similat spirit by those 
for whose benefit they are made. 

3. The effect of the continued carelessness in their pre- 
paration has been, hitherto, to burthen the Audit department 
of the Board, with an excess of work ; which it is incumbent 
on Officers Commanding to put a stop to. 

4, A proper system in keeping the daily journals of 
transactions is needful, to enable Officers to satisfy them- 
selves of the accurecy of the documents they sign, and are 
responsible for. 

5. The Revimental Staff, before submitting them for the 
countersignature of the Commanding Officer, is responsible 
that they have been thoroughly proved correct in his Office, 
so far as, Ist the alphabetical order, 2d the nomenclature, 3d 
the due support of entries by vouchers, and 4th the punc- — 
_ tuality of despatch. 
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6. These documents should be forwarded through Regi- 
mental Head Quarters, not through Divisions of Artillery— 
A. QO. No. 18, 20th March 1855, Para 94, Head ‘ To the 
Director of the Artillery Depdt.”—‘' Monthly.” 


7. <A proper attention to the above simple points, will 
effectually obviate further complaints, and the Brigadier 
Commandant confidently expects the co-operation of all 
Officers concerned on the subject.

duties with his Corps. It will be desirable that the rate of 
pay to Store Serjeants of the Artillery should hereafter be 
at the Artillery instead of the Infantry rate, and that the 
difference should be deducted from their Staff pay. 


4. O. No. 3, 4th March 1857,—The Brigadier Command- 
ant of Artillery feels it necessary to remind the Officers of 
the Regiment, that a Battery of Artillery, Horse or Foot, 
only fulfils the conditions of its service when kept in a state 


of completeness at all times, to meet any demands on its 
services, 


2. <A Battery suffered to enter upon a march for Field 
service, or relief, miore especially one of several hundreds of 
miles, through a line of country devoid of intermediate 
Depots of Stores or Ammunition, is utterly incapacitated, 


meanwhile, to render to the State the return for which so 
costly an Arm js maintained. 


3. The Officer in command of Artillery who orders or 
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suffers such an arrangement, as well as the Orficer in com- 
mand of the Battery, who, without respectful protest, and 
instant report to superior authority, exposes himself and his 
Battery to such a condition of helpless uselessness, incur a 
responsibility of the gravest consequences. 


4. To preclude the future recurrence of such an anomaly 
as a Battery marching without Ammunition, the Command- 
ant hereby forbids it under any circumstances, except in 
obedience to the orders of superior authority, enforced, not- 
withstanding the contrary representations, of the Officer in 
local command of the Artillery. 


A. O. No. 4, 13th March 1857.—The General Mess Com- 
mittee having represented, on sufficient grounds, the neces-

THE ABOLITION OF THE MADRAS MILITARY BOARD. 


G. O. G. No. 97, 7th April 1857.—Pursuant to in- 
structions from the Honorable the Court of Directors and the 
Government of India, the Military Board will cease to exis, 
from the 30th of the present month, and the Appointment 
of Inspector General of Ordnance and Magazines will take 
effect on the Ist May. 

2. From and after the latter date, the following arrange- 
ments for the performance of the duties hitherto conducted 
by the Military Board are directed. 

3. The superintendence and direct control of the Ord- 
nance Department of this Presidency are vested in the In- 
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spector General of Ordnance and Magazines, on whom 
devolve all duties connected with the Ordnance Department 
hitherto performed by the Military Board, except those be- 
low mentioned. 


4. The Inspector General has individual and direct 
authority over every part of the Ordnance Department and 
Ordnance Establishments, bearing direct and individual 
responsibility to Government for the right management of 
the Department, and is to correspond direct with Govern- 


ment. 


5. The Salary of the Inspector General is the same as 
that of the present Stipendiary Member of the Military 
Board. 

6. The duties of Audit connected with the Ordnance 
Accounts, heretofore confided to the Military Board, are 
transferred to the Military Auditor General, under whose 
superintendence the additional duties caused by the transfer 
will be conducted by an Ordnance Assistant Military Audit- 
or General (an Artillery Officer of not less than 10 years 
standing) who will receive the same Staff Salary as the Ist 
Assistaut Military Auditor General, such additions as may 
be fuund necessary for the due performance of the addi- 
tional duties will also be made to the Office Establishment 
of the Military Auditor General. 

7. ‘lhe Forage accounts of the Cavalry, hitherto under 
the Military Board, will be made over to the Commissary 
General, on or before the Ist May next, as may be arranged 
between the Military Board and Commissary General. 

8. Further orders will hereafter be issued respecting the 
Barrack Department, Barrack supplies, Stationery, Saddlery 
and Harness, Office furniture and other Miscellaneous duties, 
which, in the mean time, will be under the control of the 
Inspector General, as at present under the Military Board. 

9. As soon as the Inspector General has taken charge, 
he will communicate with the Accountant General and 
Military Auditor General, and these three Officers will col- 
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lectively submit to Government such a revised system of 
accounts of the Ordnance Department as may be necessary 
in consequence of the separation of the duties of Audit. 

10. The Inspector General after taking charge will report 
on the arrangements which may be required for his office.

No. 466 of 1857.—Under the authority of the Hon’ble 
the Court of Directors, the Right Hon’ble the Governor Ge- 
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neral in Council is pleased to extend to Officers generally, 
at the three Presidencies, the privilege granted to Officers 
at Mooltan and -Peshawur of betng allowed, when the de- 
mands of the Service will permit, temporary leave, without 
pecuniary loss or loss of service, for sixty days consecutively, 
in the course of each year, or of thirty days consecutively 
in each half year, as may be preferred by them. 


OFFICERS PROHIBITED FROM WEARING PLAIN CLOTHES 
WHEN EMPLOYED ON ANY DUTY. 


G. O. C. C. No. 12, 21st April 1857.—Officers of the 
Army are peremptorily prohibited from wearing plain Clothes 
when employed on duty of any description. On all such 
occasions the Uniform prescribed by the Regulations is in- 
variably to be worn. 

The Commander in Chief finds it necessary to notify, in 
order to obviate misappreliension and insure uniformity of 
practice, that ‘‘ Dress” Uniform should invariably be worn 
_ at the Funerals of Officers. 

A. O. No. 5, 14th April 1857.—II. Whenever accidents 
occur at Drill or Exercise, of a nature so serious as to dis- 
able a man for further effective service, Commanding Officers 
are directed, after due enquiry has been made into the par- 
ticulars, to forward a report of the same to the Assistant 
Adjutant General, for the information of the Commandant 
of Artillery. 

A. O. No. 6, 18th April 1857.—I. His Excellency the 
Commander in Chief having sanctioned the gradual introduc- 
tion into the Regiment, of Haversacks similar in pattern to 
those brought out by Recruits from England, (in substitu- 
tion of Haversacks of the description laid down in A. O. 
No. 14 dated 6th May 1846,) sealed patterns will be furnished 
to Officers Commanding Battalions from the office of the 
Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery. 

2. These Haversacks are to be supplied to men as new 
ones are required, and Recruits are permitted to wear out

The rolls will be prepared as at present, but instead of the 
column “size that best fits &c., of Jackets and Trousers,” 
the height of each individual, with his chest and waist mea- 
surements &e., as shewn in Forms O. and P. page 60 of the 
new Clothing Regulations, will be entered. 


The Cummander in Chief desires to impress upon Com- 
manding Officers, that applications for additional expense on 
account of altering Clothing will rot in future be entertained, 
unless it can be clearly shewn that the Clothing has not 
been prepared according to the Indents and size rolls fur- 
nished by Corps, but if, when it has been supplied in con- 
formity with the Indents and size rolls, the Clothing should 
fail to fit tho men, then His Excellency will hold the Com- 
manding Officer personally responsible for any expense, be-

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The contents of each Hogshead of Malt Liquor should be 
reckoned at Gallons 53 and Quarts 2 Imperial measure, which 
when retailed to the Troops at annas 3 per Quart, or anna 14 
per pint, would realize Rupees 40-2-0 per Hogshead, at which 
rate the Commissariat will supply to Canteens, each cask 
heing filled to the bung. 

An allowance will be made for dryage at seven drams per 
Hogshead per week, on all casks issued from the Commissa- 
riat Stores, and in order to ensure a correct account of the 
same it is desirable that Officers Commanding Corps should 
indent for Malt Liquor weekly. 

Imperial measures will be supplied to Canteens by the 
Commissariat upon Indent—the first supply being at the ex- 
pense of Government, but to be kept up by Canteen Funds. 


Bottled Malt Liquor will as heretofore be supplied by the 
Commissariat at annas 23 per Quart bottle.
